THE KAISER AND THE CZAR 
TO MEET VERY SOON, 

BUT THE MEETING PLACE HAS NOT BEEN 
DECIDED’ UPON—WILLIAM'S THANKS 
FOR TRIBUTES TO HIS FATHER. 

BERLIN, June 29.—The National Zeiiung 
gays that the coming interview between Em- 
peror William and the Czar will take place be- 
tween the 10th and 15th of July. The place of 
meeting, it says, has not yet been decided upon. 

The Presidents of the two houses of the Prus- 
riun Diet to-day presented to Emperor William 
the addresses of those bodies in reply to the 
apeeeh from the Throne, The Emperor, in 6x- 
pressing his thanks, made no reference te 
politica! questions, 

In a rescript addressed to Prince Bismarck, 
dated Tuesday, the Emperor refers to the pro- 
found shook caused by the death of Emperor 
Frederick following so soon the deathof Em- 
peror Wiiliam I., and says: * J have lost a moat 


affectionate father and the country a faithful 
and noble rular. Germany, in sublime una- 
nimitvy. mourns with me Foreign natioas 
sympateize with us in our common pain. 
The magnificent flowers and wreaths 
devoted te the departed from far 
and near, and thé numerous. telegrams 
expressing comlolence, testifying tothe love 
aud veneration which the deceased won 
threughout Germany, including Alsace-Lor- 
rains. From distant parts of tne world Ger- 
mans seut expressions of sympathy. It 1s truly 
touching, an‘lit affords me lotty consolation to 
eee tay dbcloved father so sincerely venerated. 
rem the depth of my heart I express the most 
cordial thanks for these marks of earnest feel- 
ing, Which have lifted me irum my sorrow, and 
at the same timel give assurance that m 
earnest efforts, like those of my aneestors, will 
be directed in undisturbed ‘peaceful labor te- 
ward promoting and consolidating the welfare 
of the country. May Goud give me his blessing 
to this end.” .

THE TALK OF LONDON. 
IS STANLEY THE ‘“‘ WHITE’ PASHA” 27— 
THE IRISH STRUGGLE. 
LONDON, June 29.—If the White Pasha 
in the Bahr-el-Ghazel province is Henry M. 8tan- 
ley, and he intends to relieve the white slaves at 
Khartoum, the Government will aetively assist 
him; butif he intends to hold Khartoum and to 
send from that place a foree to Emin Bey it is 


not probable that the Government wilil support 
him. 


Mr. Morley, in a speech at Chelsea this even- 
ing, said that the Liberals still had plenty of 


time to wip the Irish battle, to which they 
were determined to devote themselves firmly, 
resolutely, and unflimchingly. The recent de- 
bate in Parliament had compelled the Govern- 
ment to admit that the National League was 
atill ubiquitous and that crime in Ireland was 
dependent upon coercien. The action of the 
magistrates had destroyed tie reign of the law 
and substituted the arbitrary will of a practical- 
ly irresponsible power. 

Biily Porter and Frank Buck, who were ar- 
rested in London for robbing a jewelry house at 
Munich, were given a hearing to-day. The 
propristors of the Munich house were present 
and recognized the jewelry found in the houses 
ofthe prisoners as a part of the plunder taken 
from their establishment. The accused were re- 
munded until to-morrow. Their wives were in 
court during the hearing. 

Ths courts have refused to grant an applica- 
tion for summonses against Mr. Matthews, the 
Home Secretary, and Sir Charles Warren, Chief 
of the Metropolitan Police, for preventing meet- 
ings in Trafalgar-square. The Judges decided 
that no right existed forthe holding of a public 
meeting which interfered with free passage 
through the square by the people. 

The steward of the ship Tovanby Hall, at Liv- 
erpoo!l from San Francisco, who fatally stabbed 
his Captain during the voyage, has been com- 
muttea for trial on the charge of murder.

THE PANAMA LOTTERY LOAN. 
NO STATEMENT OF THE AMOUNT SUB- 
SCRIBED—A PROBABLE FAILURE. 
LONDON, June 29.—A dispatch from Paris 
says: ‘The Temps states that M. de Lesseps con- 
voked the members of the Panama Canal Board 
to-day in order to submit to them resolutions 
relating to the issue of the lottery bonds. The 
exact amount of the subscriptions has not yet 
been announced. Itis known that about 350,- 


000 small subscribers have applied for 800,000 
bonls. The whole issue consists of 2,000,000 
bonds, each of the nominal value of £16, and 
issued at £14 8s., the total amount of the loan 
being £28,000,000. The intervention of large 
subssribers and old financial friends of the com- 
pauy is held te justify the total issue ef bonds, 
the company fulfilling the conditions by effect- 
ing the payment of the first iostaliments due 
and the immediate loagment of a deposit in 
reotes as a guarantee for the payment of the en- 
tire isan. Panama Canal shares closed 4%4f. 
higher to-day.” 

The Slandard contends that even if yester- 
day’s statement that 1,300,000 bonds had been 
taken were correct, the loan is a failure. It 
woud give the company possession of £19,000,- 
000, but this sum would melt like snow under 
the tremendous expenses of the works, com- 
bined with the dead weight of the interest, now 
exceeding £4,000,000 yearly.

Paris, June 29.—The Senate has adopted 
a resolution censuring M. Ferrouillat, Minister 
of Justice, for dismissing a substitute Procureur 
at Carcassonne. In consequence ef the Senate’s 
action the Minister will resign. 


Dvupuin, June 29.—Extensive arrange- 
ments are being made for the reception of the 
visiting teams of the Manhattan and New-York 
Athletic Clubs at Kingston and Dublin on Sur- 
day next.

THK CAMPAIGN IN INDIANA. 


GEN. HARRISON’S DOINGS AND PLANS— 
DEMOCRATS VERY CONFIDENT. 
INDIANAPOLIS, June 29.—Among the call- 
ers at Gen. Harrison’s residence to-day were 
Susan B. Anthony, who was in Indianapolis 
visiting friends, and Gen. Lew Wallace. Miss 
Anthony committed herself to the General’s 
cause despite the refusal of the convention to 
indorse or even allude to her pet hobby—femala 
suffrage. At a recent reception given herin 
Chicago Miss Antheny expressed a perfect 
readiness and willinguess to retire from active 


advocacy of the cause in favor of a younger 
worker. 


The papers are beginning to print letters from 
and interviews with Republicans and Demo- 
erats who say they will not vote for Harrison 
and who say they will vote for Harrison re- 
spectively. So tar there does not seem to be 
any particular advantge with either side. It 


is said the nucleus of an organization was 
secured last night and a membership of 150 
was promised to a club composed en- 
tirely of voters heretofore Republicans, who 
pledge themselves to vote against Harrison 
owing to his connection with the railway strike 
in 1877. Itis proposed te limit the membership 
entirely to this class of voters, and the organizer 
reports that he will secure altegether more than 
7,900 names. But such eminent Democrstic 
authority as Joseph E. MeDoanid fully approves 
of Gen. Harrison’s connection with and action 
in that atfair. They were associated together, 
and itis not believed that this line of attack 
upon Harrison will be leng pursued. 

A. L. Conger, the Ohio member of the National 
Committee, and John C. Dougherty of Tennes- 
see, Secretary of the Notification Committee, 
were in the city to-day to make arrangements 
for the errand of the committee. The commit- 
tee will meet here on July 4at10A. M., and 
deliver the letter of notification to Gen. Har- 
rison at his residence at poon. There is talk of 
taking advantage of the holiday, and making a 
great demonstration in connection with the no- 
tifieation. Mr. Dougherty expresses the belief 
that there is a fighting chance of the Republic- 
ans carrying Tennessee this year, certainly in 
1892. He says the St- Louis platform is not 
satisfactory. 

8. P. Sheerin, Secretary of the Democratic 
National Cemmittee, has returned from Wash- 
ington and Columbus, Ohio, at which places he 
participated in the notification of Cleveland and 
Thurman, respectively, of their nomination. 
Mr. Sheerin accepted the Secretaryship on con- 
dition that all of his time would not be required. 
He will not give up his residence in Indianapolis. 
‘“*My election to this Secretaryship,” said Mr. 
Sheerin, “‘was & great surprise. 1 was not 
a candidate, and did not know that my 
name had been considered. [ take the 
appuintment as a compliment to the State 
rather than to me, with more or less of per- 
sonal gratification, of eourse.” Mr. Sheerin, 
speaking of the committee, said that it is the 
Democratic expectation that Cleveland and 
Thurman will be elected both because of the 
platform adopted and the nominees chosen and 
because of the excellence of the present Ad- 
ministration. “I feel that we will carry 
Indiana,” he said, ‘and can see no reason why 
we should not. Personally there is nothing to say 
against our opponents. I think they are just as 
strong as the party and no stronger. I do 
net know why any Democrat should vote for 
Harrison or why tariff reformers should sup- 
port him.” Mr. Sheerin said that his party 
would make a vigorous campaign in Indiana, 
and would be prepared to prevent fraud anda 
repetition of the Dudley methods of previous 
years. Mr. Sheerin speaks with enthusiasm 
of the call made by the committee on Thurman 
at Columbus. He says that the ‘Old Roman” 
is apparentiy in exvellent health, ard alto- 
gether a grand old man. He talks freely and 
confidently expects to be elected to the Vive- 
Presidency. He charged Mr. Shebrin to convey 
his complimenta to Gov. Gray and promised 
to come to Indiana and make some speedhes. 

This afternoon Gen. Harrison attended the 
funeral of John Lendorun, a railroad engineer 
and a member of Harrison’s old regiment. His 
last words were about his former comrnander, 
regretting that he could not personally cen- 
gratulate him on his nomination. Gen. Harri- 
son says he will not make any speeches this 
year except to delegations that may call upon 
him, and that unless the bealth of his family re- 
quires a echange of climate during the Summer 
he will not leave Indianapolis. 


JUNKETING IN BOSTON. 


A BILL IN EQUITY TO STOP CERTAIN 
TIME-HONORED CUSTOMS. 

Boston, June 29.—Members of Boston’s 
Common Council are feeling very uneasy over 
the threatened exposure of theirjunketing de- 
vices. Some time ago a citizens’ committee was 
formed to promote good government and pre- 
vent corruption so faras it was possible todo 
so. Recentiy members of this committee have 
devoted their attention to scrutinizing ex- 
penses at the City Hall. The result will prob- 
ably be that certain time-honored custems will 
be upset for a time at least. 

The tirst intimation of trouble was the filing 
of a billin equity praying the Supreme Court to 
issue an injunction restraining the City Treas- 


urer from paying certain bills for carriage hire. 
The committee selected for their first attaeh- 
mept two bills, but no one kuews how many 
others are in reserve. The first bill represeuts 
carriages furnished to members of the Common 
Council on Memorial Day, and the other is for 
carriages on Sunday, June 3, on the oeeasion of 
religious exercises held by Francis L. Washpurn 
Post, No. 96, at Brighton. Both bills were con- 
tracted under an order of the City Council au- 
thorizing the same, which order the petitioners 
in the bill in equity claim was iliegal. 

When the matter came up in court to-day 
Judge Allen was not inclined to issue the in- 
junction, and it was finally agreed that pending 
a hearing the bilis should not be paid. The bill 
in equity alleges that only two members at- 
tended the funeral on June 3, although the hack 
bills presented amount to $347 50. Four hack 
proprietors sent in between 30 and 40 bills for 
hack service on this occasion, and the presump- 
tion is that the 40 members of the Common 
Connell who used the hacks were driven about 
Boston’s attractive suburbs and visited the road 
houses, so Galied, at the expense of the city. 

Another unpleasant affair for eertain Council- 
men arises out of a bill for $1,450 tor entertain- 
ing the members vf the Royal Artillery Com- 
pany of London on a harbor excursion. The 
items are $600 for lunch, $50 for sandwiches, 
$300 ferclaret and champagne, and $500 for 
5,000 eigars. The representatives of the Ancient 
and Honorable Artillery Company of Boston, 
knowing that it was illegal for the city te con- 
tract bills for liquors ef any kind, informed the 
committee having charge of the excursion 
that they would provide liquors, and they 
will probably be surprised to learn 
that the city is charged with $300 
for liquors. This weuld not have leaked out 
probably, but for the hoggishness of some nem- 
bers of the committee. A portion of the wine 
and Cigars was not used, and one member of the 
Entertainment Committee had them taken to 
the basement of the City Hali and stored under 
iock and key. Other members of the committees 
demanded a division of the spoils and made 
things 8o hot for the other fellow that he ordered 
their return to the persons from whom they 
were purehased. This further enrayed his fel- 
low-comumitteemen, and a veritable tempesfin a 
teapot was the result. A decided coolness is 
noticsable among the members of that commit- 


tee.

She will not go back to England, but 
will be kept on this side, and will run between 
Toronte and Port Arthur.

YALE’S SPLENDID VICTORY 


HER OREW BEATS HARVARD'S 
BY MANY LENGTHS. 

IT IS THE BEST CREW YALE EVER 

HAD, AND THE RACE WAS A PRO- 


CESSION ALMOST FROM THE START. 
NEw-LonpDon, Conn., June 29.—Twenty- 
four boat lengths—one-sixth of a mile or there- 
abouts. That is the size of the whopping admin- 
istered by Yale to Harvard to-day. If that does 
not indicate the truth of the early 
newspaper estimate of the Harvard 
crew, what would 4 The fact is, 
and was so stated in THE TIMES some time ago, 
that Harvard’s crew underwent altogether too 
much tinkering and had too much advisory 
instruction. The result was to send to 
New-London the poorest crew that ever 
went there from Cambridge to meet 
the best crew ever put on the 
water by Yale. If this overwhelming vic- 
tory doesn’t satisfy Yale and her friends, they 
are insatiable indeed. The Blues not only had 
a walk-over, but they beat the Harvard reeord 
of last year, made in the race with Columbia, 
by full 10 seconds. Yale rowed the four miies 
in 20:10; Harvard in 21:14, 

The result of the race was apparently ars- 
counted in advance, for while the blue eolors 
of Yale were everywhere in town and on the 
river bank it was only here and there in the 
crowd that a bit of crimson was to be seen, and 
its wearer was seldom inclined to be 
demonstrative in support of his favorite. It 
was pure patriotism, nothing more. It was an- 
nounced early in the day that Yale intended to 
row Harvard right out of her boots, and those 
who saw the race think she did it. 

Referee Oelrichs of New-Yerk sent the boats 
off at 5 o’elock. The river was in beautiful 
shape for a New-London course. The 
strong cross wind of the morning had 
lightened and canted, so that in rowing 
down the river it would help rather 
than hinder the oarsmen. The tide, too, 
was with the boats and fast time was sure to 
be made. But what a procession it was! The 
cwo crews feit it and louked it before a stroke 
was pulled. Contidence sat in the Yale 
boat, nervousness and despondency was 
apparent in the very attitude of the 
men in the Harvard shell. When one 
says that Yale rowed over the course in the 
handsomest manner that ever cight-oared shell 
was pulied, while Harvard followed as best she 
could in a style exactly the reverse, the story of 
the race is tvld. From start to finish 
the work ef the Yale oarsmen was the 
perfection of grace. Not a spiaush was seen, and 
ut the end no man showed signs of distress, 
Why should he, whena giance astern revealed 
the extent of the victory. 

Thers was no lack of excitement at the start, 
and Harvard’s supporters had massed there to 
give their crew the moral support of the col- 
lege yell. The shouting was pretty equally di- 
vided here between Yale and Harvard, though the 
Blues bad things all theirown way everywhere 
else. When the word was given the water was 
taken by the crews on even terms, but Yale's 
tirst powerful, confident stroke showed plainly 
the difference between them. The Yale bow 
sprang by the Harvard stem like a steam engine 
driven by the plodding dray horse. There was 
well-trained beef behind that stroke, aud Har- 
vard’s quicker stroke availed nothing. Calimly 
Yale pulled that sweeping, space-devouring 
stroke, 34 to the minute, and four of them opened 
clear water between the boats, while Harvard 
ran up to 38. This kept her on fully even terms 
for just one-quarter of a mile, Yale’s boat hold- 
ing the length gained at start. Thus early in 
the race Harvard’s faulty work was no- 
ticeable to the ordinary spectator. The 
time was poor, their grip on the 
water uncertain and feeble, and there was more 
or less splashing at every stroke. The half 
length at the quarter had widened to nearly 
three ‘lengtha at the half-mile flag, witn 
no increase in that sweeping stroke, 
Harvard still holding to 38. Then 
it was seen that Yale was simply running away 
from her opponent. The lead was increased to 
six length in the next half mile, Yale passin 
the first mile flag 11 seconds in advance o 
the struggling men in the Harvard boat, who 
had now dropped to 37. At this point the Har- 
vard bow and No. 7 were laboring heavily, and 
a most pitiable defeat was inevitable, 

Eight good lengths of clear water separated 
them at the mile and a halt, and there was no 
mercy, DO let up In that machine-like eight un- 
der the blue caps, still holding to 32 taken shortly 
after the start, with oars entoring and ieaving the 
water as if wielded with ene pair of arms or 
guided by some inexplicable mechanism. It 
would have been the finest exbibition of rowing 
ever seen but for the splashing, floun- 
dering, demoralized crew so far astern. 
All auestien ef a contest was ended, 
and the fruntic Yalensians on steamer, on 
shore and on slowly moving observation train, 
scarce knew how to express their delight. 
Throats were lacerated with giving vent to the 
coliege yeil, and the coolest among them no 
longer offered to bet on the result, but was ready 
to wager his boots that Yale would win by a 
quarter, or even a balf a mile. The Harvard 
man wished himself anywhere else but 
there—his loyalty was hardly proof 
agaiust such a test as this. All sorts 
ot ideas were afloat as tothe distance between 
the boats at the two-mile flag. The official 
record said eight lengths, and tue Yale men felt 
sure it was halt a mile or more. Five lengths 
more were gained in the next half, and so it 
went on to the end. 

As Ya‘e evtered the last half mile of this un- 
equal contest, with her rival some 20 lengths 
away, Harvard made one more feeble attempt 
to reduee this tremendous gap. It was 
futile, « indeed. Struggle as hard as 
she might, she couid not even hold 
herown. A more plucky effort under such dis- 
tressing circumstances was never seen. Every 
mab Was straining every nerve with not the 
slightest hope of winning, but only to reduce in 
some Slight measure that horribie widening strip 
of water. Their utmost cfforts wereinsutticient to 
prevent a further loss of four lengths before the 
wiuners crossed the line. One minute and four- 
teen seconds intervened before the Harvards 
reached the goal, an interval that appeared al- 
mostinuterminabie to all but the hoarse and joyous 
friends of Yale. How they did yell and struggle! 
There were no Harvard men at the finish—at 
least none were to be seen. It was blue.

Yale’s celebration was of short duration. 
There were the usual fireworks and noise 
enough 80 long as it lasted, but 
all were eager to take the first 
train for New-Haven and celebrate 
there. The arrangements for the race, so far 
asthe press accommodations were concerned, 
were of the poorest possible deseription. The 
overloaded little steamer which carried the 
majority of the newspaper men reached 
thegstarting pomt about the time the 
Harvard and Yale crews finished their second 
mile, and thia wae the nearest she ever got to 
the race.

HOW OPIUM WAS SMUGGLED. 


TESTIMONY IN THE GARDNER TRIAL 
AT TACOMA. 

Tacoma, Washington Territory, June 29,— 
The court room has been crowded all day during 
the progress of the Gardner trial, and intense in- 
terest is manifested in the proceedings. Nearly 
every inspeeter and ex-inspector of customs 
for the Puget Sound district was in court, and 
Collecter Brooks eceupied a seat close by tho 
defervdant’s counsel. Capt. Herbert F. Beecher 
arrived here last night, but se far has not ap- 
peared in court. Itis supposed that he will be 
called as a witness for the defense, 

The evidence given this morning on behalf of 
the Government gave a history of the opium 
from the time it arrived on the George Estan in 


Tacoma till it reached Seattle on the return trip, 
The prosecution showed that during ali this 
time the opium was inthe haads of Chester L. 
Terry, and that Terry took it from Tacoma to 
South Prairie, thence to Paseo and Wallula 
Junction, and thence to Portland, bringing it 
back through Tacoma to Seattle, a trip not un- 
like taking it from New-York to Chieago and 
bringing it back through Montreal and New- 
York to Philadelphia. 

James H. Price, Deputy Collector at Tacoma, 
gave the most damaging testimony. He stated 
that on Aug. 1, while he was the only customa 
officer in ‘Tacoma, where he was then inspector, 
he was summened to Seattle by Gardner, who 
detained him there till some six or seven houra 
after Terry had left for Tacoma. On his arrival 
iv Tacoma he tuok train for Portland and over- 
hauled all the baggage, as he had heard of the 
four trunks supposed to contain opium. He 
found four empty trunks, and so supposed the 
YS gee had been shipped via Seuth Prairie. 

® then boarded a north-bound train, and 
after reaching Tacoma went out to South 
Prairie, having telegraphed the ageat there 
to hold the baggage till he arrived. On 
his arrival he met Terry, who, as he went to- 
Ward the truuvk he feund there, said: ‘* Never 
wind them. I have seized those trunks myself.” 
Aiterward Terry took him by the arm and said: 
** Look here, Price, you are a fool. You have 
never wade any money from your seizures and 
now here's aehance to make a bit. It is all 
right. You will get your whack all gafe.’”’ The 
tratu was just pulling vutand Terry jumped on 
board, where the trunks already were, and left 
Price on the platform. 

At the afternoon session of the court the 
prosecution put a number of Witnesses on the 
stand to truce the trunks through the in- 
terior trip from South Prairie to Seat- 
tle, showing that Terry was with the 
trunks everywhere. They introduced  testi- 
mony showing that Gardner ani Torry 
were in constant telegraphic correspondence 
and that the trunks on their arrival in Seattle 
were taken to Gardner’s room in the Brunswick 
Hotel. While the trunks were opened in pres- 
ence of certain inspectors of customs supposed 
not to be in wwe opium ring and were 
found to eontain tins of the same kind as 
those used for prepared opium. These were 
trausferred by Terry vo other trunks and placed 
by Gardner in the vaults of the Safe Deposit 
Building, where they were retained a long time, 
contrary to the custom of the department. 
When opened in court the tins were found to 
have had the labels changed and contained only 
flour. The case was continued until to-morrow. 

An attempt was made to-day to induce a news- 
paper man here to approach one of the jurymen 
and ix him in Gardner’s behalf. The watter 
was atonce placedin the hands of the United 
States District Attorney and a strict watch is 
being kepton ali the jurymen, as well as the 
would-be jury fixers. 


A ROBBER SHOT DEAD. 


HOW A YOUNG FARMER DEFENDED 
HIS HOME WITH A SHOTGUN. 

Detroit, Mich., June 29.—A local Jesse 
James gang was broken up Wednesday night in 
Grand Traverse County with quite sensational 
accompaniments. In Mayfield Township five 
brothers by the name of Drost have lived for 
some years. They have always borue a bad 
hame and were a terror to the whole surround- 
ing country. For some time highway robberies 
have occurred in the vicinity, and the number 
was constantly iacreasing. Only a few weeks 
ago three took place in one night in Traverse 
City. The men were relieved of small sums of 


money, watches, &c. All of these crimes have 
been laid at the door of the Drost boys, and es- 
pecially to “Dirk,” the eldest, but no direct 
proot was attainable. About a week ago Theo- 
dore Castor, a young married farmer iiving In 
Mayfield Township sold ayoke of oxen for $130. 
Monday, while working ont his highway 
tax on the road witn his neighbers, he 
tola “Dirk” Drost of this sale. Wednes- 
day night, as Castor was about going to bed 
some one knocked at his door, He asked 
who was there. A man answered that he want- 
edadrink. Castor’s wife begged him not to ad- 
mit the callers. While they were talking two 
men with blackened faces burst open the door, 
blew oust the light, and fired a revolver at Cas- 
tor. Hesprang outof the door into the yard. 
The men followed, seized him, and demanded 
his money. After a sharp struggle he succeeded 
in breaking away from his assailanta ani got 
back into the house. Then he rewembered an 
old shotgun which he had berrowed of a neigh- 
bor a few days before. He seized it from where 
it hung on the wail and in the darkness shot at 
the robbers. At that moment George Drost 
atood near Castor in the act of tiring a 
revolver at him. ** Dirk” Drost was a little back 
of his brother. Castor's shot took off George's 
thumb, which rested on the revolver, and put 
tour or five shots in his shoulder. The reat of 
the charge entered * Dirk’s” Jungs. The rob- 
bers then retreated from the room and Castor, 
barricading the doer, sat befere it in his chair 
with shotgun in band all night, as he feared a 
return of the robbers. When daylight came he 
found ** Dirk” Drost dead by the fence. 

The ground was torn up by the struggles of 
the fight. A loaded gun and revolver lay near 
by. George Drost had dragged himself a mile 
to an old chopping, where in the moruing his 
calls for help were heard and he was taken toa 
neighboring barn. He has since been placed 
under arrest and has made a full eonfession of 
the crime in ail its detaiis.

AN AMERICAN DUCHESS 


THE DUKE OF MARLBOROUGH 
WEDS MRS. HAMERSLEY, 

A CIVIL MARRIAGE BEFORE MAYOR 
HEWITT AND A RELIGIOUS CERE- 
MONY IN CHURCH. 


George Charles Spencer-Churchill, seventh 
Duke of Marlborough, of England, was married 
yesterday to Mrs. Lilian Warren Hamersley, 
widow of Louis C. Hamersley, who resides at 
257 Fifth-avenue, this city. There were two 
eeremonies, a civil and a religious one, and both 
wero modest in the extreme. The first occurred 
at 1:20 P. M. in the Mayor’s offices in the City 
Hall in the presence of Speaker John G. Car- 
lisle of the House of Representatives, Congress- 
men Benton MeMillinof Tennessee and Timothy 
J. Campbell of New-York, and Thomas Costigan 
of the City Record, 

It was 1 o’clock in the afternoon when a coupé, 
drawn by two dapple-gray horses, stopped in 
front of the Chemical National Bank, at Broad- 
Way and Chambers-street. A footman descend- 
ed and opened the door, and out of the carriage 
stepped a woman attired in black. Her hair 
was & pure brown, her eyes dark blue, large, 
and expressive. She wore in her corsage a 
bunch of pinkroses. She entered the bank, and 
a moment later returned to the carriage, accomn- 
panied by George G. Williams, President of the 
bank. She was Mra. John Cruger, the inti- 
mate friend of Mrs. Hamersley. The only other 
occupant of the carriage was Mre. Hamersiey, 
who was awaiting Mr. Williame’s arrival. When 
he appeared she greeted kim pleasantly. Tho 
two entered the carriage and the party was 
then driven te the Chambers-street entrance ef 
the Court House. 

The Duke had previously come down from the 
Albemarle Hotel in a hansom cab, with Leonard 
Jerome, the father-in-law of the Duke’s brother, 
Lord Randolph Churehuil. At the Mayor's office 
they were received by Mayor Hewitt. The Duke 
walked about the room and seemed impatient. 
He was dressed ina dark business suit, with a 
four-button cutaway cuat, with a white hydran- 
gea in the lappel, patent-leather buttoned 
gaiters, and carried in his hand an English-made 
biack silk hat, with bright purple lining, on 
which the Duke’s monogram was worked. He 
wore a polka-dot four-in-hand ecarf. Officer 
Gallagher tock the Duke’s hat, after a moment, 
and put it on the tabie near the Mayor's desk. 

Mrs. Hamersley and companions were met, as 
they alighted from the carriage, by Creighton 
Wabb, “best man,” Dr. W. R. Gillette, and Leon- 
ard Jerome. After Mr. Williams had been 
formally introduced to the gentlemen the party 
hurried through the Court House, acrosa the 
park, and into the City Hall. Court House offi- 
cials, loungers, and others looked after them in- 
quiringly. It was nota usual thing to see so 
distinguished a looking party there, and imme- 
diately it began to be whispered that something 
out of the usual order was going to occur. But 
as they quickly passed out of sight they also 
quickly passed out of mind. 

Entering the City Hall, they went directly 
into the Mayor’s office, where the groom was 
awaiting them. Mr. Webb and Mrs. Cruger 
went into the large room on the south, where 
the ceremony was to eccur, while the Mayer, 
followed by the Duke, Mrs. Hamersley, Dr. Gil- 
lette, and Robert Sewell, went into the Mayor’s 
ie otlieve, tothe north of the waiting roem. 

ere there was a considerable wait. The form 
of the ceremony had to be talked over, the con- 
tract drawn up, and other preliminaries gone 
through. Meantime the Duke stood near the 
table with his hand on the back of 
&® chair, upon which he sometimes rested 
one foot and then the other. Mrs. Hamersley 
moved nervously abous, talking, looking, think- 
ing; now sitting down and then stanuing up; 
gazing out of the window, then at the reporters 
though the door in the waiting room, where 
three or four of them had gathered, interested 
spectators. She wore an éoru cashmere dress, 
with side panels, trimmed in passementerie of 
same coler and gilt, and @ straw bonnet, some- 
thing on the turban order, of the same color. 
In the corsage was a bouquet of liliea of the 
valley. She wore gauntlet gloves of undressed 
kid to match the dress. As she stood near the 
Duke her stately, imposing figure was in strik- 
ing contrast with his rather small, spare build. 
Her heavy brown bair was brushed carefully otf 
her forehead and urranged in a Greek coil, and 
she impressed the beholder simply as a mag- 
nificent woman. 

The marriage contract, when filled out, was 
duly signed by the bride, groom, and two wit- 
nesses, and read as follows:

This completed, the party adjourned to the 
large room, Where @ number of the friends of 
the contracting parties, politicians, court 
officials, reporters, and others, to the num- 
ber of about 40 persons, Sad _ gathered. 
Among those present were Mr. and Mrs. Beck- 
with, Mrs. Nicholas Fish, Arthur Leary, Ward 
McAllister, with Miss McAllister, Henry Clews, 
Mr, and Mrs, Frederick Spedden, Dr. W. BR. Gil- 
lette, Robert Sewell, and Creighton Webb. 

The Mayor stood near his desk, and, with a 
Small book in hand containing the formof tbe 
maarriage ceremony, signuitied to Mr. Creighton 
Webb tbat ail was ready. ‘Then the Duke and 
Mrs. Hamersiey stepped forward. The Mayor 
acted a little bit nervous, and seemed to suffer 
more from embarrassment than the contracting 
parties. After he had begun the ceremony, how- 
ever, bis voice cleared, and becanio steady, and 
he did himself proud. He began by saying: 

“If either of you know of any impedinients 
why you may not be lawfully joined together in 
matrimony you will now confess it, orif any 
person present can shew any just cause why 
these persons should not be lawfully joined to- 
gother in matrimony let them now speak or 
vise hereafter hold their peace.”’ 

To this there was no response. There was a 
moment’s pause and the Duke bit nervously at 
his mustache. Then the Mayor continued: 

“Do you, George Charlies Spencer-Churenhill, 
Duke of Mariborouga, take this woman to be 
your lawrully wedded wife, promising to abide 
with ber and to cleave to her through sun and 
storin, prosperity and adversity till death do 
you part?’ 

The Duke raised his eyes from the little book 
which the Mayor held in his hand, and, looking 
the Mayor in the eyes, tirmly replied, ‘I do.” 
A simuar form of question was then repeated to 
Mrs. Hamersley, aud when she had replied aud- 
ibly in the affirmative the Mayor said to the 
Duke: “‘ You will now place the ringon the third 
tinger of your bride’s left hand.” 

The couple turned facing each other, Mrs. 
Hamersley extending the left hand. The Duke 
had some trouble getting the ring on, because it 
firted the finger rather tight, and he had to make 
several attewpts before his effort was crowned 
with success. The ring was a small solitaire. 

“ [now pronounce you man and wife,’ said 
the Mayor, and then, looking at the bride with 
glistening eyes, he added as he took a step fer- 
ward and extended his hand: 

‘Now, your Grace, if you will permit me the 
ouly privuege I may enjoy as Mayor, and per- 
haps the only opportunity of saluting a 
Duchess—” 

And then the Mayor’s mcuth was atopped by a 
kiss which he planted square upon the ripe lips 
of the Duvhess, and everybody laughed heartily, 
including the bride, who blushed just a little, 
and the Mayor, when ’twas done, looked and 
grinned like a boy with his first pair of new red- 
top boots, he was so happy. Then his Honor 
turned to 'loum Costizan and said: ** Now, Coati- 
gan, new’s your chance,” but Costigan only 
blushed and looked as though he didn’t know 
what to do or say. . 

Hearty congratulations followed, the friends 
going forward and shaking the hands of the wed- 
ded couple.

her time and time again, and there was the 
faintest suggestion of tears in her eyes, and she 
tried to hide them by burying her face in ner 
friend’s bosom.

She was a mo- 
ment later introduced to Speaker Carlisie of the 
House of Representatives, and charmed that 
dignitary by saying she had had the pleasure of 
dining with Mrs Carlisle onve upon a time.

After they were gone the Mayor sat down and 
wrote to Mrs. Hewitt in Europe an account of 
the proceedings.

ing Mr. Webb had endeavored to secure the serv- 
ices of an Episcopal minister, but by a canon 
passed at the General Episcopalian Convention 
it was mace impossible for an Episcopal minis- 
ter to perform a marriage ceremony 
tween two persons against one of 
whom a divorce had been secured. 
Mr. James and Mr. Webb, however, had 
overcome this difficulty by arranging that the 
marriage ceremony should be performed by the 
Rev. Daniel C. Potter, LD. D., Pastor of the 
Tabernacle Baptist Church, in Second-avenue, 
near St. Mark’s-place, and when the Duke and 
Mr. Webb reached the bank Mr. James was 
ready to go with them. The three gentlemen 
were driven directly to the Pastor’s house, and 
were at once ushered into the presence of the 
clergyman who was 80 soun to transform a sim- 
ple American beauty into her Grace, the Duchess 
of Mariborough. 

Neither Mrs. Hamersley nor her friend, Mrs. 
John Cruger, had yet arrived, and, in an effort 
to be kind and obliging, Dr. Potter exhibited 
some lettera from and some works of Jefferson 
Davis, in which his pride 1s enlisted. Fora man 
who had spent so little of his lifein America 
and who is presumed to have interested himself 
so little in American affairs, the Duke exhib- 
ited an extraordinary decree of knowledge con- 
eerniug both Jefferson Davis and his time. He 
talked of the war, and particularly of the part 
in which Jeff bavisconspicuously shone, and be- 
fore his auditors had ag agg ed recovered 
from their astonishment Mrs. Hamersley ana 
Mrs. Cruger were announced. 

The lady who even, then was legally entitled 
to the grateful “ Your Grace” was lovely in a 
soft silk street dress, which perbaps reficcted in 
agrosser way her agitated mind, in thatin 
every lightit bore a different shade, and she 
extended both gloved hands to Dr. Potter as 
Mr. James presented him. Mrs. Cruger was 
attired ina dark walking dress, and she grace- 
fully stood by as Dr. Potter, who, without loss 
of time, began the preliminaries incidental 
to the ceremony, asked Mrs. Hamersley 
the merciless questions the answers to which 
tind a resting-piace in the great volume at the 
Bureau of Vital Statistics. Mrs. Hamersley 
atood well the ordeal, and with the assurance 
from Dr. Potter that in her answers she had 
really qaalitied herself to take out a life insur- 
ance policy, she followed that gentleman into 
the church, and the little party ranged itself 
about the chancel. 

The Duke stood like a statue as the minister 
arranged his apparel and hia accessories to the 
ceremony, and the Duchess stood opposite him 
and looked down and slightly trembled. Mr. 
James was the groom’s best man, and, Mr. 
Creighton Webb had been selected as the ‘best 
possible person to perform the somewhat deli- 
¢ate task of giving the bride away. He did not 
say that he ielt unhappy in parting with 
auch a lovely possession, but he looked it 
right into Dr. Potter’s eyas. The simplo 
Episcopal marriage service was read by Dr. Pot- 
ter in a atraightforwurd way, and as he read the 
Duke's right hand somehow possessed itself of 
the white right band of his bride, and thus they 
stood until the momentous question was pro- 
pounded. The Duke solemnly pledged himself 
to “care for her in sickness and in health” and 
during every other possible human contingeney, 
and the Duchess was equally solemn in doeclar- 
ing that unto death she was the Duke's. 

And then was puton the ring. It was a large, 
heavy, plain gold ring, and it was produced 
from a niassive engraved case which the Duke 
drew from some part of his dark, ordinary, Eng- 
lish walking suit, It was too precious a symbol 
to be intrusted to non-marriayesble hands, and 
with his own fingers the Duke of Marlborough 
placed it upon the taper finger that it was made 
to adorn. Ashe performed the little ceremony 
his eyes for the tirst time during the ordeal en- 
countered those of his briae, and they looked at 
each other for just asecond. Then beth looked 
jan Sg and ina little while they were man and 
wife. 

As the last ringing words which made this 
bond holy were uttered. both the Duke and his 
wife knelt upon the altar steps and Dr. Potter 
prayed that the blessing of heaven might 
deseend upon the union and make it happy. 
And as the last word of this deveut prayer wus 
pronounced, the sup, which had been coneealed 
behind a cluud, burat its shadowy bonds and its 
glorious rays, chastened by the many hued 
stained glass, enveloped the littie group ina 
bright circle that seemed to augur weil. 

Then came the signing in the vestry of the 
certificate of marriage, and Dr. Potter extended 
his congratulations. The reverend gentleman 
seemed a little unvertain as to whether he 
should address the bappy bride as Mrs. Marl- 
borough or Mrs. Churohill or Mra. Spencer or 
piain Mrs., but her ducal husband settled this 
indecision by bundling everybody into the walt- 
ing carriages and in a minute the Tabernacle 
Church was empty. 

The Duke and Duchess, with a party of 12 of 
their friends, dined with Mr. Heury Clews at 
Delmonico’s at 6:30. The dinner was not con- 
eluded until 8:45. Among the guests were 
ex-Postmaster-Geueral James, Ward McAllister, 
Arthur Leary, Mrs. Cruger, Mrs. Fish, Crighton 
Webb, Mayor Hewlttanc daughter, aud other 
intimate friends of the bride. 

It was 11 o’clock when a carriage drove up to 
the residence of the Duchess in Fifth-avenue, 
containing only the Duchess ana ber friend Mrs. 
Cruger. Both ladies were without headdress, 
and had evidently been out to lunch. 

The Duke and Duchess will sail this morning 
at 10:30 o’clock on the Cunard steamer Aura- 
nia. They go direct tothe Dowager Duchesa’s 
house in London, in Grusveuor-square, for a two 
weeks’ visit, and thence they go to Blenheim. 

The wedding recalis one of the greatest will 
contests that ever came before the New-York 
courts, and that was replete with interesting 
incidents during its progress. Tho Duchess of 
Mariborough was Miss Lily W. Price of Troy, 
and was about 25 years of age when, in 1879, 
she was married to Louis Carré Hamersley, son 
of Andrew Gordon Hamersiey of this oity. 
Louis C. Hamersiey was very eccentric, already 
39 years old andof frail physique. During their 
lifetimes the father and son were nearly in- 
separable. ‘They hardly ever wert upon the 
street, to the club, the opera, or theatre, or 
chureh, except in each other’s company. Their 
remarkabie display of mutual affection was the 
wonder and remark of all who knew them 
and the cause of many sarcastic remarks. 
The father died in anuary, 1883, and 
when, on May 3 foelluwing, the son also 
the feeling that his death was the 
result of grief for the loss of his father found 
general acceptance. The mother of Louis C. 
Hamersicsy was a daughter of John Mason, and 
by the breaking of his will she inherited one- 
eighth of his estate. This grew and increased in 
value until upon the death of Louis C. Hamers- 
ley, to whom it descended through his father, it 
amounted to over $4,000,000. By his will he 
bequeuthed the entire income from bis estate 
tor life to his wife, with remainder over to their 
children. In default of children the estate was 
to go to the male issue of his cousin, J. Hooker 
Hawmersley, if born during the lifetime of his 
wife, Lily W. Hamersley, now the Duchess of 
Marlbdorough, And in defaultof such issue to 
his cousin, then the estate was bequeathed to 
such charitable and benevolent institutions in 
the State of New-York as his wife should in her 
will designate. 

This will was presented for probate May 18. 
1883, and in the Fall began to be contested by 
s0me score of collateral relatives who bad been 
cut off without a consideration or a peuny. In 
the course of the protracted contest which fol- 
lowed, Becky Jones, an ecceniric old maid serv- 
ant of the Hamorsleys, who had been nearly 
all her life in the family, was subpcenaed by 
the contestants for the purpose, if possible, of 
proving the lack of testamentary capacity by 
the testator. But to all the lawyers’ questions 
and the court’s admonitions she stubbornly re- 
fused to answer, saying that if her old master 
was alive he would say to her: “ Becky, don’t 
talk;” and talk she wouldn’t. She was sent to 
Ludlow-Street Jail for her contumacy May 20, 
1884, and there reposed in durance until Mareh 
28, 1885, nothing loth to suffer martyrdom if 
need be jn what she supposed to be the interest 
of her master’s family; and when at last she 
was released she celebrated her victory with 
the triumphant exclamation: ‘‘ Now say that 
& woman can’t Keep a secret, will ye!” 

The contest was decided by Surrogate Rollins 
Jan. 3, 1886, against the contestants and in 
favor of the probate of the will. George D. 
Williams of the Chemical Bank and Jacob K. 
Lockmen are Executers and the new Duchess 
of Marlborough is Executrix of the will. When, 
in 1884, Mrs. Hamersley made application for 
an allowance of $50,000 from the estate, pend- 
ing the litigation, she made affidavit that the 
value of the estate in lands and Page ny prop- 
erty was something over $4,000, . It is said 
by friends of Mrs. Hamersley that the estate 
has grown in value to about $6,000,000 and ia 

reducing an income of about $150,000 a year. 
Besides this Mrs. Hamersiey had accumulated 
a@iittle saving from her income and has an in- 
dependent estate of herewr of not farfrom a 
million more. 

The Duke of Marlborough is the second of his 
family to choose a wife from among the daugh- 
ters of Amerioa. His more distinguished broth- 
er, Lord Randolph Churchill, who is his junior 
by several years, has for his wife a daughter of 
Leonard Jerome. Although not a widower, this 
is the second marriage of the Duke. His first 
marriage was dissolved by the English courts 
just before he became Duke and was still only 
the Marquis of Blandford. His father died in 
1883, and he succeeded to the title and the es- 
tate of the family, the renowned Castle of Blen- 
heim. He vame to America in the Umbria 
in August last and went to Newport, 
where, as the lion of the day, he pro- 
ceeded to make things very lively 
for the rest of the season. Among 
hig special entertainers were Mrs. Paran 
Stevens and Mrs. Heary Clews. These were at 
the time visited with a great deal of adverse 
criticism from their open chaperonage. of the 
Duke, because of the unsavory character he had 
created for himself in England. But they stood 
by him, and the Duke, on his part, conducted 
himself with the most exemplary propriety, and 
has sueceeded in grounding the convietion in 
many minds that, whatever he may have hereto- 
fore been, he is now a sober, sedate, and proper

HIGHTY IRON MILLS WILL 
OLOSE DOWN. 
AND OVER [109,000 WORKINGMEN WILL 
BE THROWN OUT OF EMPLOYMENT— 
AN IMPORTANT CONFERENCE. 


PITrsBURG, Penn., June 29.—The lasi 
formal conference between the Amalgamated 
Association committee an the iron mannu- 
facturers’ committes on the wages question 
occurred this afternoon. The Amalgamated 
committee met first and sanvassed the returns 
from the lodges. Not a lodge favored a sur- 
render to the manufacturers’ acale. A number 
favored a compromise of some sort, but nine out 
ten favored uccepting the leck-out rather than 
any reduction from last last year’s scale. With 
this instruction from the majority the eommit- 
tee met the manufacturers at the Penn Build- 
ing. President Weihe announced the ultimatum 
as pronounced by thelodges. It wasa very short 
speech. The manufacturers retired for a few 
moments, and on their return Chairman A. F, 
Keating stated that the action of the 
lodges settled the matter. The manufact- 
urers could pay no such wages. There 
was remarkable govod feeling between the 
conferring parties. Not a harsh word 


was spoken. The manufacturers bade the men 
good-bye and the meeting was over. It did 
not last over 20 minutes. The iron workers 
returned to their headquarters and the manu- 
facturere went about their business. 

A long strike now seems iaevitabie, and unless 
the scale is signe’ to-morrew the 80 mills in 
this city and the West, employing over 100,000 
men, will close down indefinitely. It may be, 
however, thatin the few rewainiag hours mut- 
ual concessions will avert the coming paralysis 
of the iren and steel industry. The fact 
that the conference committees have prepared 
to go to their homes, and even James Grundy 
has paid his bill to leave this morning before 
sunrise, lexeens the probability of such a happy 
termination. With the members of the Amal- 
gamated Association a feeling of uncertainty 
and hope seems to exist. 

Tbe Advisory Board, consisting of the Trustees 
and National Lodge officers, had a meeting this 
evening. They stated Lhat the association is in 
better condition to stand a lock-out than ever 
before, but when asked what they thought of 
the situation invariably said they theught 
nothing. They were busy with a haif 
dozen scales, however, as if a compromise scale 
might be offered. No confereuce for sueh a pur- 
pose, however, is announced. All fu.c¢ jubi- 
lant over news from Akron to the effect 
that the Akron Iron Company had signed 
the seale. This firm employs about 500 
men and hasa good home market furnishing 
avricultural impiements. The Laughlin Steel 
Works at Mingo Junction is also reported at 
headquarters to have signed the steel scale. As 
but little trouble was expected with the steel 
scale this announcemens is not of much im- 
portance. 

The manufacturers appear as firm as ever. 
They say they can do no better and that ends 
it. Some few were feund, however, who will 
signif Carnegie or some one else does, and 
they speak in such a way that one 
would judge that a little pushing would 
bring in their signatures to the workmen’s side. 
But these are few and are held in eheck by the 
xrim determination of the leading manufact- 
urers. They wil) not break soon, anda generai 
survey of the field leaves nothing to expect but 
a lock-out. All else is bare possibility. 
The Amalgamated mon go out simply by 
virtue of the fact tbat they have orders 
not to werk without a contract and the/contract 
tor 1887-8 expires to-night. So 28,000 Ama!- 
gamated men will nos return to work on Mon- 
day. About 70,000 more will find no work at 
the mills and when the back water reaches the 
rn ioe and the mines 25,000 men more will 
6 idle, 


Much interest was feit yesterday among the 
iron menu in this oity in the result of the 
conference of the manufacturers and men 
at Pittsburg. The demand of the men is 
that the scale of last year should be con- 


tinued in force, with slight alterations in fae 
tory rules, and their determination net to sub-- 
mit to # reduction was understood to be quite 
as fixed as that of the manufacturers to pué the 
new scale in force or elose the mills. 

It was statedi in some quartera that a strike 
would invelve every mill west of the Al- 
leghany Mountains, while in others a belief 
was expressed that some of the mills carrying 
contracts for delivery would sign the scale pre- 
sented by the men and thus keep running until 
all present orders had been filled. The 
wage question is an annual bugbear in Pitts- 
burg and the iron regions of the West owing 
to the fact that a yearly seale goes into opera- 
tion on July 1 by agreement between the maunu- 
facturers and the men. Theacale of last year 
was founded upon a 2-cent basis, which gave the 
puddlers $5 50 perton. This was satisfactory to 
the men in all departments, as the basis was » gen- 
eral one and their wages stood in proper pro- 
portion to those of the —. Since the 
scale of July 1, 1887, went into effect, however, 
the price of bar iron has deelined below the basis 
of 2 cents, being at the present time 
$1 GO to $1 65. For this reason the 
manufacturers demanded the adoption 
of a scaie_ for 1888 which would 
allow the puddlers $5 perton, and make a pro- 
portionate reduction in all other departments. 
Conferences have been held between the manu- 
facturers and the menduring the present month, 
butan agreement could not be reached. The 
manufacturers went 30 fer as to bring their 
books into the conferences to show the men 
how impossible it would be for them to continue 
paying the present rate of wages, but the men 
said that the low price of iron had resulted from 
competition between the Western and Eastern 
manufacturers, for which they were in no way 
responsible,and tnat reviving demand would 
advance the price to a 2-cent basis again, leav- 
ing themno alternative but to work for the 
rest of the year under the 10 per cent. redue- 
tion. Under the agreement between the mann- 
facturerae and the Amalgamated Association 
all ditferences must be settled so that the yearly 
scale of wages shall go into effeet on the firss 
day of July, hence the interest in yesteriay’s 
final conference. 

Tho chief argument advanced by the mann- 
facturers in favor of their sliding scale reduc- 
tion was that, while provision was madein the 
scale of 1887 for advancing wages in proportion 
as bar iron advanced beyond 2 cents, nc agree- 
ment was made for a reduction ia the event of a 
decline below that basis. Charles W. Kirchoff, 
editor of the /ron Age, who has watehed the 
procesdingsin Pittsburg closely, said to a TIMES 
reporter yesterday that “the manufacturers 
have been willing all along to make some oon- 
cessions on factory rules and extras, but have 
insisted upon the $5 per ten basis. The commit- 
tee frem the men, after long deliberation, finally 
decided to submit theirown scale and that of 
the manufacturers to the sub-lodges of the 
Amalgamated Association for the consideration 
of the members. A lodge vote was to be taken 
upon them, and if two-thirds were in faver 
of the manufacturers’ seale it was to be accept- 
ed, If not, the men determined to insist upon 
the adoption of their own scale by the manfact- 
urers. This action,’ Mr. Kirchoff said, “was 
adecided advance on the methods formerly 
in vogue, The eommittee from the wen hkerete- 
fore had met the manufacturers’ committe 
and had decided their differences themselves. 
Under the new arrangement the seales in dis- 
pute were to go to the men and the manufaci- 
urers were to be allowed to reason with their 
own men. In this way the manufactursrs 
hoped to beaple to convince their own sm- 
ployes of the necessity fer a redaction. One 
advantage of this arrangement was that the two 
Parties to thecontract were brought directly intw 
contact with each other, and the arguments of 
either side were net weakened by being carried 
through committees of a more or less partial 
tendepey ope way or another.” 

Mr. Kirchoff believed that the finishers, a 
more intelligent clase of men than the puddlers, 
wore acquiring greater influence among the 
men, and might te some extent eounteract the 
influsnce of the loud-voiced and belligerent pud- 
diers, whe are always in favor ofa strike asa 
means of settling a grievance.

ON THE OLD BATTLEFIELD 


THE GREAT OELEBRATION 
GHTTYSBURG., 
WHITt TENTS DOT THE HISTORIC SPOT 
AND HOSTS OF VETERANS WILL 
ENCAMP THERE ONCE AGAIN. 
GETTYSBURG, Penn., June 29.—The scene 
of the great battle of the rebellion wears an un- 
usually martial air, theugh only a small num- 
ber of the men who fought fer and against the 
Union on the field of Gettysburg have arrived. 
How and where the veterans of two great 
armies will be disposed of, if they come in suck 
numbers a8 are expected, none but citizens of 


Gettysburg ean telland they show no inclina- 
tion to do so. 


The celebration of the twenty-fifth anniver- 
sary of Lee’s signal defeat and the splendid 
victory of the men who wore the blue will begin 
on Sunday. It is expected that thousands of 
veterans of the Army of the Potomac, and thou- 
sande of those who fought in the Army of North- 
ern Virginia will be here by thattime. There 
are thousands of strangers here already, but only 
2 portion of these are veterans. The National 
Guardsmen who are here number more than a 
thousand. Most of thesejare from New-Jersey. The 
Firat Regiment of that State, Col. Campbell, is 


camped on the ‘* Wheat Field,’’ known to Gettys- 
burg veterans as the “ Whirlpool of the Battle.” 
The “Wheat Field” has been bare of grain for 
many years, and much of its space is now cov- 
ered by a thousand snow-white tents. ; 

The New-Jersey National Guardsmen will 
dedicate 16 monuments to morrow. Gov. Green 
and staff arrived this evening. The Governor 
Will present the monuments to the Memorial 
Association, and they will be received by Gov. 
Beaver of Pennsylvania. Gov. Beaver and staif 
will arrive in the morning. Gov. Green is ac- 
companied by Gen. Plume, Gen. Sewell, and 
Gen. Steele. Gov. Ormsby and staff are already 
here. Gov. Rusk and ataff of Wisconsin will 
alse be here in the morning. The various Govy- 
ernors and their staifs will be quartered at the 
Springs Hotel, close to which are the tenta of 
the regulars. The Ninth Regiment of 
New-Yerk is expected to arrive here  to- 
morrow, Their eamp is close to that of the 
regulars, censisting of a detaehment of artil- 
lery from Fort McHenry, Baltimore, and a de- 
tachment of cavalry from Washington. The 
Wiseonsia National Guardsmen are camped in 
Reynolds Grove, named in hororof the creat 
soldier who fell in the first day’s ight at Gettys- 
barg. They will dedicate seven monuments in 
the morning. The Grand Army men are 
encamped on East Cemetery Hill, for the 
possession of whieh the Louisiana “ Ti- 
gers’ made such a desperate struggle 
and from which they were finally hurled, crushed 
and breken. There are probably 500 veterans 
here now. They all wore the blue 25 years ago. 
None of the ex-Confederates have arrived, 
though it is rumored that a train of seven.cars, 
all of them erowded with men who fought under 
Lee, left Richmond this morning and that an- 
other train ison its way from “down South.’ 
Major-Gen. Jobn C. Repinson arrived to-night. 

Ievery heusein the town is erewdod. The 
hotels are worse than erowded. The battlefield 
will be covered to-morrow with veterans and 
their friends. It rained heavily to-day, but in 
spite of the rain and the mud veterans who 
came early tramped er rode over the field and 
told the story of the bottle to admiring friends, 
One veteran, who comes from Wisconsin, raised 
a hearty laugh at hisown expense. He was on 
Little Round Tep. His friends noticed him 
closely examiniag the base of a big boulder, and 
so interested did he get in hia work that he was 
on hig hands and knees. Finally he was 
asked what he was lovking for. Holding 
up a disfigured wrist he said that he 
was looking for the piece of shell that broke 
that wrist. He had net been at Gettysburg for 
25 years, but he remembered that the shell had 
struck this identical rock. He intends coming 
again to-morrow to make another seareh, and 
he will stick at it until July 3. He had no 
doubt of finding it on July 3, he said, for it was 
on the third day of the battle that he was 
woundea. The veteran was 80 much in 
earnest that none had the heart to remind him 
that Gettysbur* had been visited by millions of 
peopie since tie battle, and that every inch 
of the fieid had been searehéd by the relic 
hunter. 

There is every indication that the reunion 
will furnish a splendid spectacle, and prove 
satisfactory to all wie participate in it. 


MIDDLETOWN, N. Y., June 29.—-The sur- 
viving veterans of the One Huadred and Twenty- 
feurth Regiment, N. Y. V.—a regiment recruited 
in this eeunty and kzown to fame as the 
“Orange Blessoms”’—are making arrangements 
to attend in force the celebration of the twenty- 
fifth anniversary of the battle of Gettysburg, to 
be held on the battlefield July 1 to 4 inclusive. 
The Oue Hundred and Twenty-feurth Regiment 
was attached to Gen. Siekles’s Third Gorps, and 
fought with eonspicuous valor in the pattie. 
The regiment was among the first to erect 
&® menument to its fallen heroes on the 
Gettysburg battlefield, its members and 
other citizens of Orange County contributing 
$4,000 teward setting up the kandsome me- 
morial which marks tke spot where Col. Ellis 
and Major Cromwell and other comrades yielded 
up their lives at the call of patriotic duty.

ONE WAY OF PAYING A DEBT. 

CuicaGo, June 29.—Mrs, Naomi Babcock, 
the woman who yesterday presented a elaim 
that she was the widow of Col. W. 8S. Babcock, 
who was killed last August, told her story in the 
Probate Court to-day. She said that she had 
known Col. Babcock fer many years. She had 
beev thri¢e married, her second husband, Frank- 
lin Fairchiids, dying in Albion, Mich., early in 
1871. Then she came te Chicago, and on Oct. 7 


of that year Col. Babcock called upen her in the 
evening and took her out riding. At 11 o’clock 
that night they drove up to a heuse on 
Wabash-avyenue, and Babcock asked her te go 
im to see some friends of his. They entered the 
heuse and the woman, faint and ill, rested upon 
alounge. He told her a minister would be there 
soon and before she knew what had happened the 
Rev. W. H. Burns and two witnesses walked in 
and a marriage ceremony was performed. After 
that and up te the time of his death, Coi. Bab- 
eock lived with her as his wife, but spent much 
ot histimeaway.

If persons 
desired mere of tke ribbons they could have 
three packages for 60 cents, read the advertise- 
ment. Inashort time after the appearanee of 
these advertisements the papers publishing 
them announeed their fraudulent character, aa- 
Berting that persons who sent the required 
money to the agency would eituer receive no re- 
ply or else some absolutely worthiess truck. The 
papers were not paid, either, and s0 a search 
was made for the advertising ageut, H. H. Bon- 
ner, 26 Church-street, Qpon whose misrepresent- 
ations the swindle was so extensively heralded, 
No person of that name rents an oflice at that 
address, but a person named Gillette some 
months age received letters at 26 Church-street 
uuder the name of Bonner. He was said to live 
at 268 West Thirty-sixth-strect, but a call last 
night disclosed that he had not been there for 
nearly amonth. The landlady said he ieft the 
house hurriedly, declaring that he intended 
* cving on the road” for a manufacturing house.

amendment to the Army Appropriation bill 
came up in the House to-day. Mr. Gorman said

That was one of the 
outgrowths of the legislation of the last 
Congress, ana of the intelligent and patriotic 
administration of the Navy Department. Ho 
denounced tiie Ordnance Department as affect: 
ed with dry rot. There was not a maninit who 
had ever permitted an inventor of the country 
to bring his invention to perfection. The Ord- 
uance Bureau, as it was now and as it would 
be under the amendment, was the graveyard of 
American genius and exterprise. It had de- 
stroyed every man who had invented a new 
gun, Notwithstanding thé talk abeut protect- 
ing American interests, the propesed amend- 
ment would exclude all American inventive 
genius and enterprise (except so far as the man- 
ufacture of the steel was concerned) from par- 
ticipation in the untold millions which it was 
proposed to appropriate. 

Mr. Hawley replied to Mr. Gorman. The op- 
position was hardly to be expected because the 
Senator from Maryland had always been heart- 
ily in favor of the proposed work. He did not 
know what that Senator’s special, particular 
pian was, but he ventured to say that the Sena- 
tor proposed the most monstrously expensive 
plan ever heard of in connection with the sub- 
ject. The United States land forces had 
but one modern siege gun, and even 
that had not yet been accepted, but 
was at the proving ground. There were 25 or 
30 excellent steel rifie guns for light artillery. 
And yet here came the old story over and over 
again, and the Senate was asked to wait; was 
told that something was to. be invented, that 
somebody was to put up a new plant, and that 
something in that line was to be done im the 
future. He hoped that ia the future there would 
be better houses and better clothing than now, 
but the people must have houses and clothing 
now. §S0 with guns. The Government had to do 
the best that it could do, The great modern 
guns of Europe &ind those proposed to be con- 
structed under the amendment were the result 
and crowning glery of the genius of America 
and Europe, directed to that subject. The mod- 
ern gun was the end of a generation of study, 
and weuld never become obsolete. The amend- 
ment merely propesed to do for the army exact- 
ly what haa been done for the navy. The 
proposition of the Senater from Maryland, if he 
(Mr. Hawley) understood it, was tnat private 
concerns should be invited te make a perfected 
gun. But he (Mr. Hawley) asserted that no 
large steel manufacturer in the country 
would undertake, on any terms that 
the Gevernment would listen to or 
the people sanctien, to build a 12 or 16 inch gun 
in its ewn shope, purely for experiment. Would 
the Senater himself, if he bad two or three 
millions invested in steel works, spend another 
million in putting up a plant in order to turn 
out a single perfected gun, which might be re- 
jected when made? No private manufaetiurer 
would doit, There was a body of youny men 
in the Ordnance Corps of both the army and 
navy who were not surpassed (or equaled) on 
the staff corps of any nation. 

Mr. Beck made sx remark (while Mr. Gorman 
was speaking) as to Government officers having 
patents for guns,and Mr. Hawley (alluding to 
it) said that he did not know whether or not 
Lieut. Zalinski had a patent on his dynamite 
gun. 

Mr. Beck said that the discussion illustrated 
the folly of attaching sueh an amendment to an 
appropriation bill. The army had to be pro- 
vided for for the fiscal year beginning next Sun- 
day, and yet tae Army Appropriation bill was 
made the vehicle for a preposition which would 
probably consume a month in discussion in the 
two houses. There were two committees spe- 
cially charged with the subject of seacoast 
fortification, and they had allowed seven months 
of the session to pass by without presenting 
a billin either House. Butrow it was claimed 
that there was urgency in the matter, and that 
not a day was to be lost; and the house was to 
be coerced into agreeing to the proposal at the 
risk of delaying the passage of the Army Appro 
priation bill. No Senator was more willing than 
he to yote money fer guns, but he objected to 
the spending of millions for a navy and then 
getting no navy; and spending millions for guns 
and then getting no guns. 

Mr. Reagan advocated the amendment. As 
to the Senate or House being unprepared to 
act upon it (as suggested by the Senator from 
Kentueky) he said that committees of both 
houses had been considering the subject from 
session to session for the last 10 years. It had 
attracted the attentien of the War and Navy 
Departments for years, and the necessity for 
action had been pressed on Congress. It was 
a measure in the right direction; and the work 
could not be commenced too soon. The best 
negotiators got along best when they had good 
guns and good fortifications at their back. He 
should therefore vote with nesta for the 
amendment. If any Senator hada better way 
to propose he would vote for that better way, 
but he would aceept this untila better was 
proposed,

Capt. Longstreet, who had in the meantime 
summoned what help he could, fired out a life- 
line to the bark, which reached the bark’s side, 
but the crew, being all foreigners, did not make 
the lino fast so that the breeches buoy could be 
sent out. Finding that it was impossible to 
communicate with the men on board, Capt. 
Lengstreet instructed his men to remain close 
by until morning, when he would attempt to 
launch a lifebeat. Inthe meantime tho sailors, 
12 in mumber, were making a terrible noise 
blowing horns aad whistles. The breakers were 
rolling over the side of the vessel, and it looked 
as if every minute the boat would go to pieces 
suddenly. 

At about 2 o’clock in the morning, as one of 
the sailors was standing by the side of the 
capstak, a huge breaker swept over the vessel 
taking the sailor along with it. It was useless 
to make any attempt to save the drowning 
sailor, as to venture in the surf would be mad- 
ness. The remainder of the sailors went below, 
where they remained until morning, when they 
were taken off. The bark was the Carrara, 
owned at Leghorn, Italy, and bound for Perth 
Amboy, N. J., loaded with minerals. The vessel 
will probably prove a total wreck, as she is fast 
going to pieces. The men, after being taken 
ashore, were cared for, after whieh they were 
sent to New-York. None of the men being able 
to speak English, but little could be learned 
from them. The body of the drewned man has 
not been recovered.

HE KILLED HIS OHILD. 

BROOKHAVEN, Miss., June 29.—The Rev. 
Andrew Jacksen, a colored preacher, who was 
arrested near Martin Station and placed inthe 
jail here last week, charged with murdering his 
own child near Brookhaven about three weeks 
ago, was arraigned for preliminary trial before 
Justice MoMilian to-day. Jackson employed no 
counsel, and on being arraigned surprised the 
court by pleading guilty. The murdered child 
was about 4 years old and afflicted. Jackson 
said that he was living with his second 


wife, who was the child's stepmother. 
She treated it very badly and refused 
to longer care for it. He ceuld get no 
one else to take the child, and finally decided, 
after making it the subject of prayer, that the 
best and most mereiful solution of the question 
was to putittodeath. This he did by quietly 
throwing it into the old well,where it was found 
a week afterward, and the murder traced to his 
door. Though the ehild’s skull was found by 
the Coroner’s jury to be crushed, the father de- 
nied having injured it in any way. He says he 
simply threwit into the well amd went away 
ani left it, and that the wound on the head must 
have been caused by striking the curbing. After 
the finding of the body he fled the country. 
He made his way into Ciaiborne County, where 
he first enzaged in scraping cotton, but this not 
being agreeable, he began a protracted meeting 
among the negroes in the neighborhood and had 
succeeded in leading several souls te Jesus when 
he was eaptured by a colored man who was on 
the lookout for him and placed in jail. He is 
mueh depressed and while talking on the sub- 
ject to Jailer Magee said he knew he would be 
hanged, but requested the Sheriff and jailer not 
to allow him to be mobbed by the negroes, as he

DROPPING TARIFF 
enema aennte 
ENGAGED IN A SORAMBLE FOR 
BUSINESS. 

THE ROADS OPENLY CUTTING RATES ON 
EAST-BOUND FREIGHT OR SKEKING 

A REDUCTION IN THE TARIFF. 
Cuicaco, June 29.—The scramble for 


business continues with unabated vigor among | 


the roads east of Chicago. No sooner was there 
confirmation of the report that the Chicago and 
Atlantic and the Erie Roads would preserve 
their differential on dressed beef by making a 
rate 5 cents lower than those made by the other 
lines than new tariffs were issued by the 
Pennsylvania and Vanderbilt lines making 
35 cents the rate on dressed beef to 
New-York and Boston and 33 cents the 
rate to Philadelphia and common peints. These 
were the rates that prevailed on all the Eastern 
roads to-day, even the Chicago and Grand 
Trunk dropping into line after discovering the 
figures announced by the other companies, The 


rate on provisions remains at 25 cents, on live 
cattle at 1619 cents, and there is no certainty 
that grain rates have not been tampered with, 
for there are charges and counter-charges of 
secret cutting on various articles not included 
in the open reductions. 

The next ag 4 is likely to come in cheese and 
butter rates, whieh have so far been nominally 
kept up to 65 cents. Charges of making a 
lower figure for these commodities, however, 
are freely bandied about, the complaint bein 
that some of the roads have remitted the usua 
charges for ice and other sundries for the pur 
pose of securing and holding patronage. These 
concessions are said to amount to a heavy cut 
under the full tariff charge, Chairman Bianeh- 
ard of the Central Tratfie Association has been 
appealed to and is now eonsidering a propo- 
sition to reduce the rate on cheese and butter to 
55 cents. The question will be supmitted toa 
vote of the interested roads, and the indications 
are that the reduction will be made. 


St. Paut, Minn., June 29.—For several 
days rumors have been circulated that the “Soo” 
line managers are making it an object for mill- 
ers to ship flour over theirline by offering re- 
duetions in rates. Flour shipments via the 
“*Soo” have been steadily growing for the past 
tive days, theugh some of the other roads are 
holding their proportion very well. It is an 
open secret that a twenty-two-and-one- 
half-cent rate is being made by more 
than one lhne on flour, Minneapolis to New- 
York, on domestic business as well as export. 
A lake and rail rate of 1615 cents is being made 
from Chicago to Albany, Troy, and Schenectady; 
1742 cents to New-York and Hudson River 
points; 221, cents to Bosten and Boston points; 
151g cents to Philadelphia, and 1419 cents to 
Baltimore. The Chicago, Milwaukee and St. 
Paul makes a flat rate of 719 cents to Milwaukee 
and Chicazo on business for Pittsburg and Buf- 
falo and points east of those cities, while the 
Kansas City, Wisconsin Central, and Burlington 
and Northern make 715 cents a flat rate on all 
business to or east vf Milwaukee and Chicago. 


THE IOWA RATES FIGHT. 

CuicaGco, June 29.—The legal fight over 
the Iowa rates promises te be interesting. The 
railroad companies eoncerned in the application 
for an injunction to prevent the Commissioners 
from putting their reducea tariffs into effect 
are incerporated in other States than Iowa, 
and consequently had a right to go 
into the United States Circuit Court in 
opposing the restrictions put upon them by 


the Iowa law. In their bills they claim that 
the railroad law of that State is unconstitu- 
tional, for the reason that it does not sufficiently 
define the offenses for which it undertakes to 
impose enormous penalties on the railroads as 
common carriers. It provides that any road 
charging “unjust an unreasonable rates” 
shall be guilty of extortion and subject to a fine 
of from $1,000 to 5,000 for the first offense 
and trom $5,000 to $10,000 for every subse- 
quent offense. It makes every shipment on 
which ao excessive charge is made a separate 
offense. 

The provisions are to be enforeed by indict- 
ment. In addition to this thelaw gives to every 
shipper the right to recover three times the 
amount of excess of charges and at- 
torneys’ fees on every such shipment, 
Another point which the railroads ciaim 
ie unconstitutional is the provision making the 
Cowmissioners’ schedule prima tacie evidence 
of what constitutes reasenable rates. It is 
further claimed that the law interferes with the 
operation of the Inter-State Commerce act for 
the reason that, if the proposed schedule is en- 
forced, it will compel a reduction of rates be- 
tween Inter-State points and seriously affect 
business ontside of Iowa.

WINNIPEG, Manitoba, June 29.—Matters 
have apparently reached aclimaxin regard to 
the construetion of the Portage link. Although 
it has been repeatedly announeed that no ar- 
rangement has been made for the construction 
of this road, itis learned on undoubted author- 
ity that a provisional agreement has actually 
been signed by the Manitoba, Central Pacitie,

PROTEST FROM MINNEAPOLIS. 
MINNEAPOLIS, Minn., June 29,— Vice- 
President Greenleaf called the Minneapolis 
Chamber of Commerce to order to-day and read 
the following, submitted by a member: 


*“We have learned that the various commercial 
organizations in the Eastern seaboard cities have 
becn asking the Inter-State Commerce Commission 
to makea ruling which will require the rates of 
freight to be paid on the products in which we are 
interested when shipped for export from interior 
points in the United States to foreign ports, to be 
on the basis of the same charge per ton per mile 
from the point of shipment to the seaboard as are 
paid upon property consigned te seaboard points. 
We are satistied that such an action would work 
serious injury to all interior cities; that an export 
should be maintained that should not be subject to 
allthe local freight charges between intervenin 
Oints. All industries of the country are benefited 
+y the export of breadstuffs, ana they should be er- 
couraged instead of being throttled.” 


A committee was appointed to draw up a pre 
test and present it to tue Chamber fer adoption 
before being presented to the Inter-State Com- 
mission, which meets at New-York July 11.

THE AGREEMENT VIOLATED. 
The General Passenger Agents of the 
Central Passenger Association and the Trunk 
Line Passenger Agents met at Leong Branch on 
Thursday, but on account of the small attend- 


ance an adjournment was had until July 10 at 
Cresson, Penn. 


Complaints had been made by members of the 
Western Traffic Association to the effeet that 
commissions were being paid to the New-York 
agentsin violation of their agreements. The 
trunk line men proposed to ventilate the mat- 
ter and, if such a thing existed, to put an end to 
it. Others, however, favered the payment of 
commissions to agents. Mr. Pearson, who has 


charge of the passenger department in Commis- 
sioner Fink’s office, said that on investigation 
it was found there was no cause for complaint, 
as it could not be shown that any commissions 
were being paia. C. E. Lambert,General Passen- 
ger Agent of the West Shore, said he believed 
commissions were being paid to agents by some 
lines, but that it could not be proved, His at- 
tention was called te the fact that Mr. MeDon- 
nell ef the Old Dominion Line had issued a eir- 
eular to agents offering to pay commissiens cn 
all tickets sold for him for all Western and 
Paeific coast points. He had not heard of this 
and was sure that if the New-Yerk, Ontario and 
Western managers, under whose control Mr. 
McDonnell is, knew of it they would hastily put 
a atop to such a method of procuring business, 

This method is no doubt countenanced by the 
New-York, Ontario and Western people, how- 
ever, a8 & commission of $5 25 was offered a 
sitigie purchaser in a second-class ticket to San 
Francisco only a few days ago, and it is fully 
believed by many that 6very truask, transcon- 
tinental and Western line represented in New- 
York, with the exceptien of the Pennsylvania 
and New-York Central, is allowing commissions 
to agenta on all tickets sold, notwithstanding 
the agreement.

HOPH FOR TRADE IN PERSIA, 


Teheran Dispatch. tothe London Standard. 
The following is the text of the imperial 
edict which is eausing great exeitement here, 
and with reason, fer if honestly carried out it 
will give a new life to the waning trade and 


prosperity of Persia. Isend you a free Engiish 
translation: 


“ The Great and Most High God, having, made 
us the source of Sates and benevolence and the 
execoutor of His high commands, and having es- 
eee! intrusted to us the pretection of the 

ives and property of the people of Persia; now 
we, in thankfulness for this great bounty and 
in the execution of this great trast, consider it 
our daty to enforce the laws of even-handed 
justiee so as to afford protection to the lives and 
property of our people 
Inents of oppressors. We thermore consider 
it Ineumbont on us to persevere in this resolu- 
tion, 80 that the le of Persia, feeling secure 
In their lives an property: may engage with 
perfect confidence all industries and enter- 
prises which are the bases of civilization 
and the source of happiness and  pros- 
perity. Therefore, for the information and 
assurance of ali our subjects, and as a 
proof of the watchfulness and benevolence, tem- 
pered with justice, of our sovereign mind, we by 
this proclamation, make it known to all the 
people of Persia that their lives ana property 
are fully secured to them, thatthey may with- 
out fear or apprehersion of any kind exercise 
all rights of ownership over their belongings, 
that they may undertake any enterprise requir- 
ing the combination of ‘capital or the formation 
of companies, such as the construction of public 
works, roads, &¢., and that all such under- 
takings will give us satisfaction and pleasure, 
and will be the object of our care and protec- 
tion. In conclusion, we repeat that no one shail 
have the right or power to lay hands on, take 
possession of, or interfere with the life and 
property of any of our subjects, or in any way to 
punish or maltreat them, except it be in the ex- 
ecution of the properly-ad ministered laws of the 
country, civil and religious. Month of Rama- 
zan, 1305.” [May, 18838.] 


Accompanying this proclamation is a firman 
to each provincial Governer enjoining its strict 
execution under the most severe penalties for 
non-ebservance. The Shah commands that both 
proelamation and firman “be read in all masjids 
and meeting houses, and thoroughly explained 
to the people, that they be circulated in all dis- 


tricts, small towns, and even villages and en- 
campments, and that ponds be taken from all 
petty authorities binding them to carry out the 
royal commands.” The firman concludes as fol- 
lows: “ Any one disregarding these orders wili 
be punished in such a way as to be the wonder 
of ail beholders.” . 

Copies of these important documents have 
been officially supplied to all foreign Ministers 
at the Court of Persia, a measure which at once 
gives them an international value and bespeaks 
the serious determination in which they were 
conceived. Although the Shah’s benevolent in- 
tentions have long been known, still no such 
measure as this was supposed to be under con- 
sideration, and the announcement has taken 
everybody by surprise. Itis, of course, impos- 
gible to say now what effect this provlamation 
will have; but if honestly carried outit may eall 
forth the long-stagnant energies of a clever and 
industrious people, and open up the great natural 
resources of the country. It depends, there- 
fore, on the Shah’s Ministers and provincial 
Governors whether Persia shall enter on a new 
life of prosperity and progress or whether she 
shall continue in her present state, with the 
certainty sooner or later of national extinction. 

Popular rumor attributes the issue of these 
firmans in great measure to the influence of 
her Majesty’s Minister, Sir H. Drummond Wolff, 
The seeds so industriously sownin the last two 
and a half years by Sir Arthur Nicolson, our late 
Chargé d’ Affaires, thus promise an ample har- 
vest.

Bradstree’s reports the total number ot 
Mmereantile failures im the United States during 
the first six months of 1888 as 5,254, the estt- 
Mated assets of whieh amourt to $34,834,746, 
with liabilities aggregating $64,987,622. For 
the same period of 1887 the number of failures 
was 5,072, with assets amounting to $25,643,- 
108 and liabilities aggregating 52,773,829, 
The number of failures for the past six monthe, 
however, is less than for the corresponding 
period of any year, except 1887, asinee 
1882, the gain over 1887 being 182, 
or 3 3-5 per cent. The failures are at 
vided as follows: New-England States, 


691; Middle States, 1,214; Southern States, 
1,074; Western States, 1,685; Pacific States, 
439, and the Territories, 149. In Canada the 
total number fer the past six months was 914, 
With assets amounting to $4,006,950, and lia-

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ASKING FOR THE PROOF 


JAMES BURT'S LETTBR ON 
SUGAR FRAUDS. 
A PRESENTMENT OF THE CASE TO SEC- 
RETARY FAIRCHILD AS VIEWED 
FROM THE OTHER SIDE, 


Secretary of the Treasury Charles §. Fair- 
@hild addressed an open letter June 20 to 
George William Curtis in which he discussed at 
some length the investigation by the Hale com- 
mittee of the sugar frauds existing in the cus- 
toms offices in this port. Among other persons 
mentioned by Mr. Fairchild as being implicated 
in these frauds was James Burt, who appeared 
before the investigating committes as a witness 
and declared that there were no frauds existing 
in the appraisal of sugars in this port. Yester- 
day Mr. Burt sent a letter to Secretary Fair- 
child in which he atates his position in the mat- 


ter at issue. Among his statements in this oom- 
munication are the following: 


“T gladly say to you that whatever apparent 
evidence, or circumstantial or inferential proof you 
may have in your hands which gives ground for the 
suspicion of wrongdoing on my part, or on the part 
of the importers whom I have represented in these 
matters, you will greatly oblige me by publishing 
in full. I earnestly request this actof common 
justice at your hands, The public are left to sup- 
pose that for three years you have allowed the 
revenue to be defrauded of its just dues on sugars 
imported at this port. Ibe question naturally arises, 
Why did you aliow this? 

“Sugar pays over one-fourth of the entire revenue 
collected on imports, andthe question demanded 
your careful and best executive ability, But you 
selected an irresponsible newspaper reperter from 
Boston, who had no knowledge of the article of 
commerce and no experience in investigations of 
such character, to make a secret, long-extended, ex- 
pensivo, and most iniquitous investigation of this 
important matter. The testimeny taken by the 
Hale committee shows in part, and only in part, the 
diseracefui character of this Byrne investicatica. 
Government officers were abused and maltreated; 
honorable merchants were traduced and their agents 
vilified; testimony was falsified; officers were com- 
pellea to sign what was said to be, to their utter 
astonishment, copies of the testimony they nad 
given. Ifit were thought necessary at one time to 
remove, for the safety of the revenue, 16 men from 
the sugar division, and your order for their removal 
was therefor made out, how is 16 that justice was 
satisfied by the removal of the two Sherers, a sam- 
pler, and an opener and ge and by the reduc- 
tion of salary of an examiner? You removed one 
man from the laboratory, where, if any wrongdoing 
existed, five or six must have been implicated. 

“There is no doubt that sugars were tested higher 
at Boston than at New-York. It has been proved 
that Mr. Leary, who had charge of the polariscope 
at Boston, h hia instrument set one-haif ofa de- 
gree too high by reason of his false estimate of his 
quartz plate. The National Academy of Science, at 

our request, examined the quartz plates used at 
New-York, Boston, and Philadelphia, and made 
their report to you last year. Itis only necessary 
to say that they found the average value of the 
quartz plate used at Boston to be 99.5, and as han- 
dreds are not read by the polariscvope it follows that 
the instrument at Boston was set one-half of a de- 
rree too hign, This shows the gross ignorance of 
or r. Leary, as he had valued his quartz plate at 99.5. 
The value given by the same authority to the 
quartz plate used at this port by Dr. Sherer 
was just the value at which he estimated 
it for the adjustment of his polariscope. And 
so it would appear that Dr. Shererswas removed 
because he coulda and did correctly estimate his 
quartz plate, and that Mr. Leary was promoted to 
higher honor because he couid not and did not cor- 
rectly estimate his. I have-been to the trouble of 
preparing some statistics which may bo interesting 
to you as bearing upon the question of ‘alleged 
sugar frauds.’ I findthaton entries of sugar made 
this year, and on which the duty has been assessed 
by Mr. Leary, aggregating about $2.600,000, there 
appears to be an increased duty over and above that 
which was pald last year on a like quantity of sugar 
of about $12,000. This covers a period of over two 
months of the busiest time of the year. Now, an 
average difference of one degree in the tests would 
have made a difference in duty of over $50,000. So 
you will see that the increase is less than an aver- 
age of one-fourth of one degree, is less than one-half 
of 1 per cent. of the duty paid, and is considerably 
less than one-half of 1 per cent of the invoice value 
of the sugar, and simply represents probable extor- 
tion. 

“and now, as regards ‘the flood of light which 
Was thrown upou the subject of sugar duties in 
New-York about the middle of May last,’ in conse- 
quence of my speaking to Col. Lamont and Assist- 
ant Secretary Maynard of the politica’ aspect of the 
sugar case in New-York: I did:cail upon Col. La- 
mout aud spoke to him of the desire of the importers 
ot sugar at New-York to have Mr. Leary removed 
and some competent man appointed in his place, I 
said that even if Mr, Leary were to test the sugars 
correctly, there would always be an uncomfortable 
aud uucertain feeling apout him which would be ex- 
tremely irritating. I explained to him that! had 
seen Assistant Secretary Maynard on the subject 
ona previous visit to Washington and could not 
get relef, and that apparently I could not 
see Mr. Fairchild. I then said what I after- 
ward repeated to Assistant Secretary Maynard, 
thatthe sugar importers at New-York were not 
smugglers nor defrauders of. the revenue, that they 
were an honorable body of merchants, and that [ 
did not see What would be gained by making them 
ive] that they had a grievance against the Adminis- 
tration. I said ‘most of them were with us in 1884, 
why should they not be in 1888% They employ large 
numbors of men and have interests in Michigan.’ 
This is exactly what I did say, and it is very ditfer- 
ent from your statement of what I saic. Iam sure 
itis no more than any one might properly say for 
the benoiit of his clicnts to secure what he believed 
to be their rights, Are not things of this nature 
said to you and Assistant Secretary Maynard 
almost daily, and de you aiways turn deaf ears to 
them ?”’

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HUDSON VALLEY FRUIT OROP. 


THE OUTLOOK ON THE WHOLE SAID TO 
BE ENCOURAGING, 

MARLBOROUGH, N. Y., June 29.—The rain 
of the past two days came just a week too late 
to help the strawberry crops along the garden 
of the Hudson, and the result of the previous 
fortnight'’s drought 1s that the crops have been 
out off sl ort, and the strawberry season may be 
said to be practically ended, The rain will 
help all other classes of fruit, and the outlook, 
as a whole, is encouraging for consumers and 
producers. Red raspberries are beginning to 
mature rapidly, and present indications point 
that the first shipments of this fine fruit between 
Cornwall and Catskill, a distance of near- 
ly 70 miles along the west bank of 
the Hudson River and from points from one 
to ten miles inland, will be made on or about 
July 4. From returns received from repre- 
sentative growers to-day it appears the yield in 
the aggregate will be an averagxe one. Here and 
there a shortage is reported, but new patches 
which wiil come in full bearing the coming 
month will make up for such shortage. 

Compared to last Summer the peach crop is a 
failure, Itis true that there will be several 
thousand baskets of fruit mature, but generally 
speaking the 25-below-zero weather and the 
blizzard combined of last Winter proved too 
much for the tender fruit bude. In a few 
favored lecalities there are orchard owners who 
say they expect to harvest a full crop, but such 
lucky peach growers are few and far between. 

Every indication points that the Concord 
grape crop along the valley of the Hudson will 
be the finest and the largest on record since the 
grape-growing business began to assume enor- 
mous proportions, All along the valley hun- 
dreda of acres of new vineyards will come in 
bearing during the latter part of September 
and all through October next. Deapite 
the alleged havoc wrought in certain lo- 
ealities by a new kind of bug and the 
stories which intereated middlemen have !n- 
posed upon ocredulous correspondents, the vines 
look healthy to a degree and give abundant 
promise of yielding the average fruitage to the 
acre. New-York City commission agents, specu- 
laters, and buyers for wine manufaeturers who 
have gone carefully over the rich and wide 
Concord grape-producing territory in this see- 
tion of the State during the past week say that 
the yield promises to be phenomenally large.

LTE EER RISE SARE IS 

The only noteworthy incident in the tariff 
debate which occupied the House all day 
yesterday was the final completion of the 
free list. The Republicans continued to ob- 
ject to everything, and predicted that the 
quarties of the country would stop work or 
cut down wages if stone could be brought 
from anywhere else in an uncut state with- 
out payment of duties.

The 
Senate spent most of its time debating 
the proposition to put upon the Army Ap- 
propriation bill an item of $6,300,000 for 
the production of big guns under the direc- 
tion of the Ordnance Bureau, and those 
who favored it were impressed once more 
with the defenseless condition of our coasts 
and the possibilities of war. If this matter 
is so important as they profess to believe, it 
is strange that it is not presented bv itself, 
so that it can be fully considered instead of 
being made incidental to a regular appro- 
priation bill that ought to be passed with- 
out further delay. 


The discussion between Senators GORMAN 
and HAWLEY on this proposition took up a 
chronic subject of controversy—whether 
private or Government manufacture of 
guns is the better system. Much of what 
Mr. GORMAN said upon the proneness of 
Government officers to prefer their own 
methods and to look coldly upon outside 
suggestions-is undoubtedly true. The mis- 
fortune, however, is in having this truth 
continually urged for the purpose of defeat- 
ing or postponing all appropriations for 
heavy guns. Asa matter of fact, the man- 
nfacture of such guns, in the smaller 
calibres, has been going on for years in 
this country under a system by which 
the Government buys all its forgings from 
private works and finishes them in its own 
factories. This is substantially .true both 
pf the navy and the army, and it applies to 
6, 8, and 10 inch calibres. It would ap- 
pear feasible to make larger calibres under 
the same division of labor. This does not 
prevent calling for guns also wholly of pri- 
vate manufacture, and if Mr. GoRMAN 
would propose such an amendment his criti- 
sisms would be heard more patiently. 

Itisa good thing that Pennsylvania is 
aot a doubtful State. There are said to be 
100,000 men engaged in the manufacture of 
tron in that State. They are not receiving 
more than the average of American wages, 
out their employers have in the past suc- 
seeded in realizing much more than the 
average of American profits on invested 
tapital, and naturally desire to retain that 
pomfortable advantage. There is just now 
a dispute between the employer and the em- 
ployed growing out of a desire on the part 
pf the former to reduce the workingmen 
somewhat nearer the condition of the 
pauper labor of Europe than at present, 
the protective tariff to the con- 
trary notwithstanding. If Pennsylvania 
were a doubtful State it would 
aot be at all surprising if these 
100,000 workmen were all discharged 
sbout the last of October with an explana- 
sion that the danger of the re-election of 
CLEVELAND made it impossible to carry on 
the business. Of course they would all be 
iaken on again the week after election 
whichever way it went, but the discharge 

would have its effect. It is quite possible 

that some trick of this kind may be played 
in closer States than Pennsylvania, and it 
isto be haved that the workinamen may 


be sufficiently enlightened in the meantime 
to know what it means. 


To-day another distinguished Gen- 
eral officer of the army goes upon 
the retired list, having reached the 
statute age of 64 years. Brig.-Gen. 
James C, Duane, Chief of Engineers, 
has served continuously since his entrance 
into the Military Academy in 1844 from 
New-York, of which State he isa native. 
His two brevets of Lieutenant-Colonel and 
Colonel, conferred simultaneously to date 
from July 6, 1864, were noticeably 
worded, being for “meritorious and 
faithful services in the field in the cam- 
paign from the Rapidan to the James, 
and particularly for distinguished pro- 
fe sional services in the operations be- 
fore Petersburg.” His brevet of Brigadier- 
General was for gallant and meritorious 
services during the siege of Petersburg and 
in the campaign terminating with the sur- 
render of the insurgent army under Gen. 
Rosert E. Lex. All his commissions and 
brevet commissions have been in the reg- 
ular army alone. He succeeded to his pres- 
ent rank in October, 1886, passing over 
two officers who were so soon to go on the 
retired list that their appointment as Chief 
of the Engineer Corps was not deemed ex- 
pedient. The law of retirement for age is 
inexorable, although Gen. DUANE is only in 
the maturity of his professional abilities. 


Gibes such as some newspapers seem in- 
clined to indulge in about the conferring of 
the honorary degree of A. M. by Harvard 
College upon Mr. Epwarp Burasss, the 
designer of the three most successful racing 
yachts of the time, are. peculiarly mis- 
placed, inasmuch as Mr. BuRGEss is a grad- 
uate of the college with a very creditable 
record. Not many yearsago the degree of 
A. M. was conferred as a matter of course 
on all graduates of three years’ standing 
who cared enough for it to pay five dol- 
lars foradiploma. The distinction which 
Mr. Burcsss has achieved in applying his 
education to the scientific construction of 
yachts quite as much entitles him to this 
recognition asthe more speculative or lit- 
erary exploits of those who are wont to re- 
ceiveit. He is not merely an intelligent 
mechanic, but an educated gentleman, and 
his success as a designer is no doubt due to 
his intellectual training. 


The new lottery bonds of the Panama 
Canal Company do not appear to be regard- 
ed by the French people as first-class securi- 
ties, although they were issued under con- 
ditions more favorable to investors than 
those under which the company’s other lot- 
tery bonds have been placed on the market, 
The company sought to obtain about 
$140,000,000, and the Paris Temps reports 
that the small subscribers, upon whom M. 
DE LressEpPs has relied heretofore, have ap- 
plied for only $56,000,000. It is stated, 
however, that certain bankers have agreed 
to lend money upona part of the unsold 
bonds, The company will doubtless obtain 
a sum sufficient to pay its operating ex- 
penses and its enormous interest charges for 
a time. 


UNFAIR ATTACKS ON HARRISON. 

One gratifying thing about the Presiden- 
tial contest of the present yearis the fact 
that the character of the candidates on 
both sides is such that it must be conducted 
on the merits of the policies and of the par- 
ties which they represent. So far as we know 
at present, there is no just ground of attack 
upon the personal record of these candi- 
dates. Gen. HARRISON is an able and up- 
right man and a fair representative of his 
party, and we deprecate all efforts to ex- 
cite prejudice against him on grounds 
that do not detract from his real merits 
asa publicman. Such efforts have already 
been made, directed chiefly against two 
incidents in his career, neither of which 
isin any sense discreditable to him, so far 
as we are able to discover, and we do not 
believe anything is to be gained by persist- 
ing in them. As the canvass progresses 
they will probably disappear from dis- 
cussion, as more important subjects come to 
occupy the attention of the people. 

One of these is his record on the Chinese 
Restriction bill of 1882. This bill as orig- 
jnally framed suspended for twenty years 
the coming of Chinese laborers to this coun- 
try, and, being vetoed by President ARTHUR 
on the ground that the period was too long, 
was afterward passed with the period of ex- 
clusion limited to ten years. Senator Har- 
RISON appears to have been opposed to this 
measure in both the forms in which it came 


' before the Senate. Before the veto Senator 


Hoak offered an amendment declaring that 
the provisions of the bill should not apply 
to any “skilled laborer who shall establish 
that he comes to this country without any 
contract by which his labor is the property 
of any person other than himself,” and Sen- 
ator HARRISON voted for it. He also voted 
for any amendment declaring that no la- 
borer should be affected by the bill who 
had received a certificate from the Ameri- 
can Consul at the port from which he came 
that he was ‘‘an artisan coming to this 
country at his own expense and of 
his own free will.” Neither of these 
amendments was adopted. When the 
second bill was brought in after 
the veto Mr. Harrison voted in fa- 
vor of striking out the provision which 
prohibited the admission of Chinese to citi- 
zenship and the proviso which declared 
that ‘“‘ Chinese laborers,” wherever used in 
the act, should be construed to mean 
**both skilled and unskilled laborers and 
Chinese employedin mining.” This is the 
substance of his record on the subject. His 
moderate views on the question were then 
shared by many of the best men of his 
party, and there is no doubt that he acted 
conscientiously and in accordance with his 
best judgment of what the public interests 
required. 

The other incident that has been used to 
excite the prejudices of laboring men 
against him is the share he took in July, 
1877, at the time of the great railroad 
strikes, in preserving the peace and pro- 
tecting life and property in Indianapolis 
against threats of mob violence. He was 
not only a member of the Committee of 
Public Safety, with Gen. GresHAM, Senator 
McDonaLp, and other prominent citizens 
of beth parties. but of a committee 


of mediation which endeavored to se- 
cure a settlement of the difficulty 
between the railroads and their employés 
and of a committee organized to assist 
directly in the enforcement of law and the 
suppression of riot. He commanded one of 
the companies of volunteer militia formed 
to protect life and property and Gen. 
GRESHAM commanded another. His course 
was simply that of a law-abiding citizen 
anxious to protect the community against a 
threatened outbreak of violence and bring 
to a peaceable conclusion the trouble which 
led to a perilous situation. He showed no 
unfriendliness to the strikers, and not only 
tried to obtain concessions for them, but is 
said to have interceded to save from pun- 
ishment those who were sentenced to im- 
prisonment for interfering with the opera- 
tion of the Ohio and Mississippi Railroad. 

We do not think that attacks upon Gen. 
HARRISON on account of these two inoi- 
dents are justified, and they are intended to 
work upon prejudices and not upon judg- 
ment. There is nothing in them really 
affecting his merits asa candidate for the 
Presidency. He is a creditable represent- 
ative of his party and should be opposed 
only on the ground that the success of his 
party and the issues which it now repre- 
sents would not be conducive to the high- 
est interests of the country. He is not 
@ civil service reformer and we are not 
aware that he ever pretended to be. In 
fact, he is reputed to have been a rather 
persistent office-monger at Washington and 
notin the least averse to the use of ap- 
pointments and of assessments upon public 
servants for the promotion of party success. 
On the tariff question he is of course in ac- 
cord with the position of the party nomina- 
ting him and accepts the doctrine of the 
platform on which he has been placed. Here 
is ground enough for opposition on the part 
of those who believe that the cause of civil 
service reform would be best served by con- 
tinuing President CLEVELAND in office, and 
who regard & judicious revision of the tariff 
as of great moment to the financial and in- 
dustrial interests of the country. There is 
no reason why the canvass should not be a 
clean and fair-spirited one, conducted on 
the real issues now before the people for 
settlement, 


THE TICKET IN NEW-YORE. 

There were two sessions of the Republican 
National Convention on Monday last. At 
the first Gen. HARRISON was nominated to 
stand at the head of the ticket. At the 
second the ticket was completed by the 
nomination of Mr. Morton for the second 
place. The speeches made by the delegates 
who urged the nomination of Mr. Morton 
and by those who asked that Mr. PHELPS 
should be selected contained passages which 
deserve some attention, because they seemed 
to indicate the opinions of the speakers con- 
cerning Gen. HARRISON’s strength or weak- 
ness as a candidate in the State of New- 
York. Mr. Griecs of New-Jersey said, 
while asking the convention to nominate 
Mr. PHELPS: 


“By astatement which I hold inmy hand it 
appears that those States that are classed as 
surely Republican will give tothe ticket that 
you nominate 182 Electoral votes. By your ac- 
tion to-day you have added to that list the 15 
Electoral votes of Indiana. Therefore if you 
can add to that 197 the Electoral votes of the 
State of New-Jersey you have elected your 
ticket and redeemed yourcountry. * * * You 
had better make sure of the nine [of New-Jersey] 
than to strive for others that some unfortunate 
person with a baneful habit of alliteration may 
lose for us by 1,100 votes.” 


Mr. GriaeGs’s list of 182 votes did not in- 
clude the 36 of New-York. Mr. DOLLIVER of 
Iowa said: 


“We have already guarded one strategic point 
[Indiana] in this campaign. I hope the con- 
vention will find the wisdom to guard another 
strategic point in our politics by the nomina- 
tion of Mr. PHELPS of New-Jersey.” 


Mr. DOoLLIvVER, representing the Iowa 
delegation, had nothing to say about New- 
York. Mr. WARNER MILLER, while speak- 
ing in behalf of Mr. Morton, said that the 
New-York delegation had come to the con- 
vention “‘ bringing assurances of victory in 
the Empire State” if Mr. Drrprw should be 
placed at the head of the ticket. Mr. 
DEepPEew’s name had been withdrawn ‘in 
sorrow, but not in anger.” In addition he 
said: 

** By your action here to-day you have made 
it possible for the Republicans to carry the State 
of Indiana. By your further action you may 
make it possible to carry the State of New- 
York.” 

He asserted that it required the courage 
of a giant to take up the fight in New-York 
in the face of the advantages enjoyed by 
the Democratic Party in that State, and 
most earnestly urged the convention to 
nominate Mr. Morton. He continued: 


“ Refuse us that boon, gentlemen, and we will 
still go home and do al! that mortal men can, but 
we shall go home sick at heart and discouraged.” 


Said Mr. GaGE, in behalf of the California 
delegation, while seconding the nomination 
of Mr. MORTON: 


“Tpelieve that the battle in Indiana is praocti- 
cally won. I think I see before me an opportuni- 
ty to snatch the Electoral vote of the Empire 
Btate for the Republican Party.” 


Mr. MARSH of Illinois said: 


“Now, gentlemen, having taken care of In- 
diana, having taken her out of the list of doubt- 
ful States, having placed her among the Repub- 
lican States of this country, Illinois now looks 
to the doubtful State of New-York.” 


And Gen. CHANDLER of Mississippi re- 
marked in the course of a long speech for 
Mr. MorTON: 


“You have found astrategic point and you 
have occupied it. The enemy overlooked it. 
They marched by it. The enemy would not 
camp on Indiana. But the Republicans have 
planted their banner there, and this was taking 


one strategic point. Now, then, you want 
another.” 


These speeches seemed toindicate a belief 
that while Gen. HARRISON was a good man 
for his own State, he would not arouse the 
party in New-York. It is true that while 
striving to complete a ticket to their own 
satisfaction delegates are wont to’ exagger- 
ate the risks to be incurred if their advice 
should be rejected; but these speak- 
ers, representing States in the East, 
the West, and the South, agreed 
that HARRISON took no State but 
Indiana out of the doubtful list, and that 
only by adding Mr. Morton could the 
party have a fighting chance in New-York. 
This was complimentary to Mr. Morton, 
but. not complimentary to Gen. HARRISON. 
Gen. Grpson of Ohio declared that with 
HARRISON and PHELPs “we can earry In- 
diana and New-Jersay dead sure” and 
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added that he would “take the word of 
Mr. Drerrw” that the party couid carry 
New-York. But on Saturday night Mr, 
Drprew had said in a statement prepared 
for publication in the Tribune of this city: 


“The Republican politicians of Nebraska and 
Iowa secretly organized against me, They sent 
committees to the New-England States and in- 
trigued against my nomination, Some said that 
way nomination would lose them several Con- 
gressional seats, and so, for the sake of three or 
four seats in Congress, they considered it good 
policy fo throw away the 36 Electoral votes of 
New-York which were offered to them,” 


It appears, therefore, that on Saturday 
night Mr. DrePEw was of the opinion that 
the State of New-York was lost when the 
convention refused to make him its nomi- 
nee, and that not even Mr. Morton could 
save it. 


RUNNING AWAY FROM THE PLAT- 
FORM. 

The conduct of representative Republic- 
ans in the press andin Congress since the 
adjournment of the Chicago Convention 
recalls that famous cartoon of Punch in 
which Lord JOHN RUSSELL was represented 
as running violently away from a door on 
which he had just inscribed ‘‘No Popery.” 
The tariff plank of the Republican platform 
was a direct and shameless appeal to what 
the convention supposed to be the ignorance 
and prejudice of operatives in American 
factories. The convention assumed these 
voters, who are very numerous, especially 
in the doubtful States, to be under the 
delusion that protection was so good a thing 
that it could not be overdone, and that 
they would rather have cheaper whisky 
than cheaper clothes, if the surplus in the 
Treasury compelled them to have one or 
the other. This appeal was put forward as 
the belief of the Republican Party. It was 
80 monstrous as to revolt every intelligent 
citizen and every citizen who, whether or 
not he be a Prohibitionist, believes that it 
weuld be well for the country if strong 
drink were dearer and scarcer than it is. 
Certainly the tariff plank did not lack 
courage, and its authors were so pleased 
with it that they tried to prevent the intro- 
duction of a platitude explaining that, in 
spite of appearances to the contrary, they 
cordially sympathized with wise and well- 
directed efforts to promote temperance and 
morality. 

The only merit that could be claimed for 
the tariff plank was boldness, and now that 
they find how itis received by the public, 
representative Republicans have set them- 
selves to work to deprive it of this single 
merit by explaining it away. There was 
never seen in American politics a more ab- 
surd exhibition than was furnished by the 
leading Republicans in the House on Thurs- 
day. The tariff plank was scarcely a week 
old, and they had all congratulated each 
other upon the adoption of it, yet here 
were all the high-tariff spokesmen, from 
the fanatical Mr. KELLEY to the jocose Mr. 
REED, assuring the House and the country 
that the plank did not really mean what it 
distinctly said. 

It may be admitted that the platform 
makers were in a difficult situation. In 
view of an approaching election they ex- 
perienced a sensitiveness they had not 
shown in Congress under the criticism that 
they had no method of their own to propose 
for reducing the surplus. They produced 
their method, the exhaustion of all ways of 
spending money, the raising of duties to 
the prohibitive point, the abolition of the 
duty on tobacco, and, if that would not do, 
the abolition of the last remaining internal 
tax, that upon whisky. This mixture of 
the political economy of Sodom and Pekin 
was expected to please and propitiate the 
American workingman. The Republican 
leaders have already discovered thatit is 
so overdone as to disgust him, and having 
chalked up “‘ Cheap Whisky” they are now 
running away. 

Upon the whole this is not an impressive 
exhibition of moral grandeur with which to 
open a Presidential campaign. Unfortu- 
nately for the fugitives the tariff plank is 
too plain to be explained away. They must 
stand uponit, whatever may be the effect 
of their attitude upon intelligent men or 
upon the friends of “temperance and 
morality,” Since the campaign of 1864 
there has not been so early and general a 
movement of any political party away from 
its platform. The framers of the platform, 
who were in high glee at Chicago last week, 
are already a prey to gloomy reflections. 
Doubtless they are all prepared to abjure 
as dangereus the practice of saying any- 
thing definite in a platform, and sincerely 
lamenting that they were goaded by criti- 
cism into the production of a programme, 
They might be as well off as they were a 
fortnight ago if they had resisted the 
temptation to say anything, and had con- 
tented themselves with safe, old-fashioned 
declarations that they pointed with pride 
to the result of the war, that they viewed 
with apprehension and alarm the reckless 
profligacy and general depravity of the 
Democrats, that they werein favor of the 
largest returns for capital and the highest 
wages for labor, that the public lands ought 
to be reserved for actual settlers, and that 


slavery and polygamy were twin relics of 
barbarism. 


CHILCATS AND SITKAS, 

The Indian troubles reported in Alaska 
spring.from a novel cause. The Chilcat 
tribe, it appears, has a monopoly of the 
freight business from the coast to the mines 
in the interior; and, like some other mo- 
nopolists, they have been in the habit of 
regulating their prices tor transportation 
according to their covetousness. Being a 
powerful tribe, they have also bulldozed 
other Indians into leaving the carrying of 
baggage in their hands. It is said that they 
“make over $7 a day,” and even. “some- 
times interfere with white men who ai- 
tempt to carry in their own baggage.” All 
this indicates a rapid development of civil- 
ization among them, according to the white 
man’s standards; and it isdoubtful whether 
a prolonged training as hackmen at Niagara 
Falls or among the immigrants at Castle 
Garden in former days would have taught 
them much more for the lucrative prosecu- 
tion of their business. But when, with a 
view to economy, a party of prospectors 
ventured a short time ago to start up the 
Yukon with a band of Sitkas, a different 
tribe, as freighters, a fight ocourred between 
the rivals. Thechiefs of both bands were 


killed, and the Sitkas were driven into a 
white settiement for protection. 

The whole affair suggests a degree of for- 
wardness in Indian enterprise and a partici- 
pation in the active business life of the 
Territory which contrast with the attitude 
of a good many tribes in more temperate 
latitudes. The seal industry is conducted 
by Aleuts, or Indians of the islands, under 
the management and in the employ of the 
Alaska Commercial Company, and Commis- 
sioner ATKINS refers to the various apti- 
tudes of the Alaska Indians in his last an- 
nual report, declaring that they “are hard- 
ly to be looked upon as Indians in the sense 
in which the word is applied to the 
tribes on our Western reservations. They 
are Alaskans, the native people of 
the land, who know how to support 
themselves by the resources of the country 
and the industries naturally arising there- 
from, are ready to engage in any other in- 
dustries which may be established there, 
and to assimilate the customs of those who 
come to settle among them and are anxious 
to be educated. They are the laboring class 
which needs neither corralling nor feeding, 
nor agencies, nor the machinery which 
has sprung up in connection with our Indian 
service, and to attempt to foist upon them 
this machinery would be toignore all the 
lessons which the last half century of deal- 
ings with Indians should have taught this 
Nation.” These facts have further been taken 
into consideration in the various provisions 
made by Congress for the establishment of 
schools for the Indians in that Territory. 

Nine years ago there was a fear of Indian 
disturbance in Sitka, where some of the 
Chilcats had engaged in a drunken carouse, 
which ended in the wounding of a Sitka 
chief named ANAHOOTs. The latter being 
friendly to the whites, an attack was 
apprehended and an appeal made to the 
British gunboat Osprey, which chanced to 
be there, and afterward, on her arrival, to 
the American revenue cutter Wolcott. The 
report of the Captain of the revenue 
steamer showed that a young chief had 
sought to unite all the neighboring tribes 
in demanding certain money indemnities. 


. The utter failure of this attempt attested 


the general friendliness of the Indians, 
who could have got togethera great num- 
ber of combatants to attack Sitka. 

Indeed, the peaceful disposition of the 
Indians of Alaska ever since the Territory 
passed into our possession has been very re- 
markable. The few disturbances that have 
arisen could be traced to the introduction of 
alcoholic liquor contrary to the laws or of 
materials for the manufacture of a home- 
made intoxicant, or else to some injustice 
or supposed injustice inflicted upon the 
natives. There has never been an Indian 
war there. Both in their good and their 
bad qualities these Indians differ from many 
of the tribesin lower latitudes with which 
our troops have to do. They build perma- 
nent houses, are often very industrious, are 
in general not quarrelsome, and do not 
torture their prisoners, On the other hand, 
they are said to be avaricious instead of 
having Indian thriftlessness, and it is at 
least curious that both the troubles of nine 
years ago and of the present time can be 
ascribed to disputes about money and occu- 
pations. In 1879 the Indians demanded 
the wages of some of their tribe who had 
been employed on a vessel and had been 
wrecked in her; in the present case the 
dispute arises out of a profitable industry 
threatened by competition. Phere seems 
to be no ground whatever for supposing 
that any attempt will be made to visit 
vengeance upon the whites.

SHERIDAN STILL AT HOME. 


THE WEATHER TOO COLD AND DAMP 
TO PERMIT OF HIS REMOVAL, 

WASHINGTON, June 29.—It was stated at 
Gen. Sheridan’s house this morning that he slept 
well during the night and was resting quietly 
this morning. There wasa heavy fall of rain 
during the morning, and the weather is cold and 
damp. The remova) of Gen. Sheridan will, it is 
stated, be postponed until it clears up and the 
conditions are more favorable than at present. 

The cruise of the Swatara will be regulated 
entirely by the condition of Gen. Sheridan. 
Secretary Whitney has placed the vessel at the 
disposal of his physicians, and has instructed 
her commander, Capt. McGowan, to take all the 
time necessary for the care and comfort of the 
patient, and to stop as often and as long as his 
physicians suggest. The present plan is to start 
as soon as the weather becomes favorable, 
probably to-morrow morning, and proceed di- 
rect to Fortress Monroe for fresh supplies. Then, 
unless the sea is rough, the vessel will go to the 
Delaware Breakwater, and from there io Staten 
Isjand for a short stay, then through Hell Gate 
to Long Isiand Sound, and thenee, by easy stages, 
to Buzzard’s Bay. The plan is to do most of the 
traveling by day and to anchor in the most con- 
venient port at night, so that the motion of the 
machinery shall not disturb the General’s sleep. 
The Swatara will be able to approach within 
half a mile of Nonquitt, and the General will be 
transferred to shore by means of the ship’s 
cutter.

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THE NORTHWEST WHEAT OROP. 


FAVORABLE REPORTS FROM DAKOTA 
. AND MINNESOTA, 
* St. Pavur, Minn., June 29.—During the 
past week there have been some marked 
changes in the condition of the wheat crop of 
the Northwest, and the changes have not been 
altogether for the better. In the northern por- 
tions of Minnesota and Dakota, where a week 
ago the weather was hot and foreing, the recent 
cold spell has been unfortunately severe for the 
season. The gain made by the growing plant 
over the late sowing in the Spring has been 
lost, and with more than an average cold spell 
during the latter part, June leaves the crop with 
no improvement for the month. Some fears 
of frost are entertained before the crop can be 
harvested. Late crops are also liable to blight, 
a few hot days after the formation of the kernel 
and before it fills ont being very apt to work a 
great deal of damage, A section of Central 
Dakota, comprising a square of about 100 miles, 


was suffering slightly for want of rain, but be- 
ginning with Tuesday plentiful showers have 
fallen throughout the Territory, and ro com- 
plaint is now heard. In the southern portion of 
the State and the Territory there is still talk of 
chinch bugs, and late reports note some damage 
from these insects in limited area. Itis yet 
time forthem to do much harm, though no ex- 
tensive ravages are feared. In some barley 
fields they are said to be destroying consider- 
able grain, while oats and afew Winter wheat 
fields are also suffering. 

Minnesota has Lad moisture enough, with few 
local exceptions, and where insects and drought 
have not pinched the crops they have done wel! 
for the last week. A few of the latter days have 
been cool for corn, but have been excellent. for 
all small grain. Taken altogether the conditions 
are favorable for a good general yield for all 
grain excepting as stated. 

The reports from all stations along the line of 
the Northern Pacific Railroad and branches are 
universally favorable so far as the growing 
wheat is concerned. The country along the 
Little Falls and Dakota Branch appears to be 
the only one that has not been favored 
with frequent showers. In the country 
tributary to the Northern Pacific lines 
in Minnesota everything points to an 
unusually large yield. Grasshoppers had made 
their appearance at one or two localities, but 
prompt action on the part of the people has pre- 
vented their spread. At Perham, where they 
first made their appearance, late reports indi- 
cate that the grasshoppers are very small and 
the extent of their damage would not exceed 
twoacres. Large quantities of tar oil, &c., have 
been shipped to this point by the State, and the 
efforts to exterminate the grasshoppers are 
proving very effective. 

Along the lines in Dakota and in the Red 
River Valley the wheat is doing splendidiy. It 
is already about a foot above the ground, and of 
good color and general appearance. Its growth 
is very rapid, butitis generally predicted that 
the harvest will be one or two weeks late. 
West of the Missouri River the prospects are 
that a larger crop will be secured than ever be- 
fore. The ground when the wheat was put in 
was in excellent condition, and the weather 
since then has been most propitious. 

Reports received from over 200 stations of 
the Manitoba lines indicate a very flattering out- 
look for the wheat crop. Cool weather has pre- 
vailed in all sections, though some have been 
free from the continuous cloudy spell of the 
past week. With the exception of lateness of 
the season the condition appears to be every- 
thing that could be desired.

STILL CRYING FOR BLAINE | 


REPUBLIOANS RATIFYING 
THEIR TICKET. 

A LARGE MEETING LISTENING TO HORR 
AND INGERSOLL AND CHEERING MOD-

Mr. Bartlett lost no time in setting the 
machinery in motion. There were no Vice-Pres- 
idents, no resolutions, and only two letters «from 
Chauncey M. Depew and John Sherman, regret- 
ting their inability tocome. Mr. Bartlett chose 
himself President, and thanked his hearers for 
the high honor which, he said, they had bestowed 
upon him. The crowd did laugh at this, but his 
next utterance made them roar, and broke Mr. 
Bartlett up. Said he: “The Bible tells 
us—” Col. Ingersoll smiled.

with a eulogistic genealogical sketch of Gen. 
Harrison’s great-grandfather and grandfather. 
As for Gen. Harrison himself, Mr. Bart- 
lett said “he has a trained intellect, is 
one of the leading lawyers of his State, a 
brilliant soldier, and ex-United States 
Senator.” Mr. Bartlett considered that 
the present campaign would be lke 
the Van Buren and HBuarrison campaign in 1840, 
when a Democratic President stood for re-elec- 
tiou, and Gen. Harrison’s grandfather beat 
him. ‘‘ The paralisi only fails in one respect,” 
he remarked. ‘*‘Mr. Morten will not prove a 
John Tyler. If Gen. Harrison should die he will 
not prove faithless to the Republican Party.” 

Mr. Horr’s reputation as a stump speaker was 
evidently known to the audience, and they 
welcomed him with applause. He began with 
predicting victory, and he did not weaken to the 
end.

Wetherspoon 
gave chase, in which he was speedily assisted by 
Thomas Dalton, a carpenter, who overtook the 
fugitive at the reilroad bridge, some little dis- 
tance from Wetherspvoon’s house. When Weth- 
erspoon came up he gave the tramp a thrashing 
with both fists. The two men then took the 
tramp back to the house, and at Dalton’s sug- 
gestion Wetherspoon get a rope. The tramp 
thought he was going to be lynched on the spot, 
and Mrs. Wetherspoon besought the men not to 
hanghim. ‘No, we’reonly going totie him,” said 
Dalten, as he bound the man te one of the trees 
near by. By this time the tramp was thoreugh- 
ly cowed, and whimpered and trembled. A 
number of neighbors soon gathered about the 
treed tramp, and suggested various forms of 
summary punishment. These were, however, 
not heeded, and leaving Dalton to guard the 
prisoner Wetherspoorm took a wagon and drove 
ever to Jamaica for the Sheriff, William Car- 
penter, with whom he returned after an interval 
of an hour.

ANALYZED BY MISS MATHER, 


WHERE MANAGER HILL’S TESTIMONY 
DAMAGES HIS CASE, : 

Margaret Mather, the actress, said yes- 
terday, when asked concerning the report that 
Manager J. M, Hill’s sross-examination, on the 
trial of her suit against him, was practically ‘a 
vindieation of his claims and corroborative of 
his direet testimony, that any such conclusion 
was not only unfair but inconsistent with the 


facts as formulated by her counsel, ex-Judge 
Dittenhoefer. 

“TI believe,” she said, “that Mr. Hill’s testi- 
mony was shaken and the cross-examination 
completed my case. It was shown thatthe 


Columbia Theatre Company, in the stock of 
which Mr. Hill claims to have invested $10,000 
of my money at par, was stocked at $200,000, 
with no assets excepting an eight years’ lease of 
the Columbia Thentre at ax annual rental of 
$36,000 and some alleged paintings, It was 
shewn also that Mr. Hill was President of the 
conrpany, Charles H. MoConnell Secretary, and 
his brother Treasurer. Mr. Hill, by a contract 
made with the Trustees, the majority of whom 
were the brothers Hill and McConnell, was to 
receive $5,000 a year as manager. Now, before 
a cent of dividend could be earned there had to 
be made and paid the rent of $36,000, one- 
eighth of $200,000, the capital stock, equal to 
$25,000, and the five-thousand-dollar salary, in 
all $66,000. In addition to that amount there 
was the expense of running the theatrical 
performances, Mr. MHill, you remember, 
claims that he took $50,000 of the stock 
and paid for the same in cash, but, on his cross- 
examination, it was developed that the pay- 
ment was claimed to have been made by a check 
drawn by him to the order of Treasurer MoCon- 
nell, indorsed by him to his brother upon the 
banking house of Schaffner & Co. of Chicago, 
and deposited by Charles H. McConnell in the 
same banking housé, where he claims to have 
kept an individual account. Now, Mr. Hill 
failed to produce the check or the checkbook 
containing the stub entry, though he knew for 
weeks the good faith of this Columbia Theatre 
transaction was attacked. As a matter of fact, 
that check was passed direotly to McConnell. 

** Mr. Hill also failed, when called upon, to pro- 
duce the draft which he said he gave in payment 
for my steck. His cross-examination also elicited 
the fact that while I occupied the Union-Square 
Theatre during the ‘ Romeo and Juliet’ run 
only from Oct. 13 to Feb. 8, Mr. Hill eharged 
me with the losses on bis individual attractions, 
such as ‘The Moral Crime,’ and ‘Jackin the 
Box,’ produced before and after my engage- 
ment. He tries to justify this peculiar business 
transaction by saying that I said I was satis- 
fied. Now, I repeat that I never did say so, or 
that I had knowledge of his intentions. My de 
nial is confirmed by Mr. Hill’s cross-examina- 
tion when he admitted that in along affidavit 
prepared by himself to be used in the injunction 
proceeding before Judge Lawrence he neglected 
to incorporate most of his alleged conversations 
with me.” 

Miss Mather referred to other strong points 
developed on Mr. Hill’s cross-examination show- 
ing that her case had been strengthened, and 
conveyed the impression that she had been an 
attentive and intelligent listener on the trial, 


A VETERAN ARTIST DEAD. 


FRANK BELLEW’S CAREER OF 
TWENTY YEARS. 

The announcement that Francis Henry 
Temple Bellew died yesterday at the home of 
his daughter, on Long Island, will appeal to 
the generation that is thinning out, rather than 
to those who are now most active in city life. 
There was a time, extending over more than a 
score of years, when a signature of Bellew, 
written within a triangle, was familiar to the 
readers of all the illustrated papers. A few of 
his former chums, such as Ed Underhill, Frank 
Cahill, and Walt Whitman, with perhaps encugh 
others to count on the fingers of one hand, alone 
have personal recollections of him when he was 


at his best. They ali speak of him as genial, 
pleasant, and full of anecdote, and a thoroughly 
companionable and lovable man to the end. 

Frank sellew, a8 he was commonly known, 
was born in Calcutta, India, in 1827. His 
father, an Irishman, was a Captain in the British 
Army. His mother was English. He received 
an education in Franoe, and put out bis sign as 
an arcbitect in London when he was about 22 
years old. Visiting Scotland tbe next year, he 
wrote a series of illustrated sketches that were 
put in book form, called **A Cockney in the 
Highlands.” This book brought him some repu- 
tation, and he diversified his life for the next 
two orthree years with fugitive and random 
light writing. In 1853 he came to this country 
and embarked with John Brougham in the pub- 
lication of the Lantern, then a favorite eomic 
weekly. When this venture went out, he joined 
Thomas Strong in founding yankee No- 
tions, an issue of the same charac- 
ter. He went to Chicago about 1854, 
but soon returned here, and joined William 
Levison in the Picayune. About this time 
he wrote and drew sketches for Harper's Maga- 
zine and Harper's Weekly, and afterward he 
founded various papers, among them John 
Donkey and Vanity Fair. He returned to Eng- 
land in 1860, where, with George Augustus 
Sala and Blanchard Jerrold, he founded ZVemple 
Bar and also drew sketches for /’unech and 
American scenes for the Jilusirated London 
News. He came to New-York again in 1861, re- 
suming work for the Harpers ana fer other pub- 
lishers. Of late years his sketches and writings 
bave appeared in Harper's Magazine, Harper’s 
Young tolks, St. Nicholas, Texas Siftings, and 
other publications. He was especiaily happy 
in writing and sketching stories for children. 
He started a daily, called Dawn, three years ago. 
It died young. 

For several months he had been in failing 
health, but it was not until about a month ago 
that he had to take to his bed. His friends in 
the city were much surprised yesterday to hear 
that he had passed away. Mr. Bellew was thor- 
oughly American in his ideas, and wholly without 
pretentions. His friends believed, however, that 
he was the rightful heir to the estates of Lord 
Bellew in Ireland. He leaves a son of the same 
name, an artist, and a daughter.

AWARDED ONE FARTHING 


END OF AN ENGLISH TURF 
SOANDAL. 
JOCKEY WOOD GETS HALF A CENT IN- 
STEAD OF THE $25,000 DAMAGES 
HE ASKED FOR. 


Lonpon, June 29,—The trial of the libel 
suit of Jockey Wood against the Licensed Vic- 
tuallers’ Gazelle, which accused him ef pulling 
horses, ended to-day, a verdict being returned 
awarding 1 farthing to the plaintiff. The 
ameunt sued for was £5,000. The case is the 
outgrowth of the famous centest between Lord 
Durham and Sir George Chetwynd. Wood man- 
aged the Sherrard Stables. where Sir George 
Chetwynd’s horses were trained, and was at- 
tacked by Lord Durham when he attacked Sir 


George and the Sherrard Stables. As a conse- 
quence of the charges made against him then, 
the stew ards of the Jockey Club refused Wood a 
new license for a year. 


Horsemen will be interested in the dispatch 
from London announcing that the libel suit 
brought by Charles Wood, the jockey, against 
the Licensed Victualers’ Gazetie, resulted in a ver- 
dict awarding only one farthing to the plaintiff. 
The amount sued for was £5,000. On Nov. 25, 
1887, this paper said that Wood “nearly pulled 
the head off” of the horse Success at Lewes and 
Alexandra Park, Woed considered this state- 
ment libelous, construing it to mean that he 
had unfairly and dishonestly ridden the horse. 
In his compiaint he said he had been greatly in- 
jured in his business by the publication. The 
publishers of the paper replied that there was 


no malicious or false publication in regard to 
‘Wood, but that the statements made were true 
in fact, as’ Wood did not do his best to win at 
either of the above-named places. 

The suit sxcited a great deal of attention in 
England. Wood had won & reputation as one 
of the best jockeys on the English turf. He 
rode during four years, beginning in 1883, over 
2,000 mounts, and won over 600 races. Dur- 
ing the life of Frederick Archer he stood sec- 
ond on the list of winning jockeys, and after 
Archer’s deathjhe went to the head of the list. 
Sir Henry Jantes was retained by Wood in the 
libel suit. In his presentation of his case to 
the jury he contended that Gen. Owen Will- 
iams, the owner of the horse Success, believed 
thoroughly in Wood, attesting his confidence in 
him by his attendance in court, and that the 
jockey bad done the best he _ could. 
Counsel claimed that the horse could not 
have been pulled without some one observing it, 
and that there was no ground forthe charge in 
the alleged libel except idle rumor. It was 
claimed also that Wood could have no possible 
motive in pulling the horse beeause he had not 
spent afarthing in wagers on the race, nor did 
he get afarthing bythe result of the race. 
When the paragraph appeared Wood vent to 
Gen. Williams, who suggested that the best way 
to get fair play was an inquiry by the jockey 
elub. The matter came betore the Stewards of 
the club and Wood went to solicitors, who 
advised criminal proceedings, but they had been 
retained since giving that advice in the case in 
which Lord Durham and Sir George Chetwynd 
were opposed. This case also invoived Wood, 
who had been the manager of Sir George Chet- 
wynd's horses. Sir George had come in conflict 
with Lord Durham in consequence of aspersions 
which Lord Durham had cast upon Sir George’s 
stable and racers. 

This affair isa story in itself, but, as it directed 
pubtic suspicion agaiast Wood and was presutm- 
ably in the mind of the writer of the alleged 
libel, 1t was associated with the libel suit in the 
general gossip of London during trial week. 
Lerd Durham is a Steward of the jocky club. 
In a speech before the Gimecrack Club of London 
last December he talked plainly about horse- 
pulling, Ome part of his speech was immeidi- 
ately seen to refer to Sir George Chetwynd and 
Wood. Here is what he said: 


“There is a fashionable and aristocratic racing sta- 
bie that has been conspicuous throughout the racing 
season for the constant and inexplicable in-and-out 
running of its horses. Their running has surprised 
and disgusted the public, besides losing them their 
money. It has driven the handicappers to their 
wits’ ends to discover the true forms of the horses 
they have to apportion weights to, and it has scan- 
dalized ail true lovers of the sport of horse racing. 
When I have asked those in authority what action 
they intended to take to rid us of this gang, and 
when I ask the ting 2 why he does 
not put top weight on orses which are 
con stantly spoiling his conscientious and 
well-meant endeavors to produce a good 
handicap, the answer is always the same, what can we 
dot We think their doings are disgraceful, but they 
are too cleverforus. If these horses had been mine 
I should long ago have insisted upon an explanation 
trom the jockey of their peculiar running. Possibly 
he could give a satisfactory reason for it, but the 
darkest part of the matter is thie, that the owners 
or pominal owners of the horses to which Iam al- 
lnding win large sums when their horses are suc- 
cessful, but do not lose much when they are beaten. 
Iam certain itis as much a matter of regret to ali 
of the club as it is to me that some men, equal to us 
in social position and in racing influence, had failed 
to maintain the fair reputation of the turf. As L 
have said previously, the Stewards of the jockey 
club can hardly cleanse the Augean stable by their 
unaided efforts,” 


When on top of this came the alleged libel, the 
jockey club Stewards took it up, and Lora 
Durham was able to convince them that they 
had a ebance to make an example. They sum- 
moned Wood, and as be could not explain the 
subject of the libel or the other charges satis- 
factorily they suspended his license for @ year. 
Wood therefore went into the libel suit bandi- 
capped by this mark of disfavor, and with a 


reputation ahead of him of being 4 man who § 


would not scruple to bet against a horse he rode. 
For the plaintiff several jockeys were called, 
who testified that they had ridden Success and 
had been beaten in a fair race, One of them 
rode in the races which was the subject of the 
alleged libel, and was of the opinion that Success 
had been fairly beaten on its merits. Wood 
took the stand, andssaid he had ridden for all 
the principal owuvers of race borses in England, 
not one of whom had at any time imputed ques- 
tlonable methods to bim. His income from all 
sources for riding was about £4,000 a year. He 
claimed that hedid the best he could with the 
horse, both at Lewes and at Aljexandra Park. 
The action of the horse at Alexandra Park dis- 
gusted Wood, for he was then thoroughly satis- 
tied thatit was not a good animal Wood re- 
iterated in the most explicit and solemn manner 
that he rode the horses to win in each race and 
used his best judgment and utmost powers to 
bring about that result. His income bad been 
as high as £7,000 in a year. He said that he 
often bet on races in which be rode, having bet 
on one race as high as £135. His cross-exam- 
ination was conducted by Sir Charles Russell, 
and was devoted mainly to showing that the 
money and property which Wood said he owned 
could not have been acquired by legitimate 
earnings. The jury seem to have come to some 
such conclusion, although evidently they were 
not quite prepared to indorse the alleged libel- 
ous publication. :

SPEEDY EOLIAN BEATEN 


BRADFORD EASILY WINS THE 
RAPID STAKES. 

JAY F. DEE FURNISHES A GENUINE SUR- 
PRISE IN A RACE FOR TWO-YEAR- 
OLDs.* a 

Grimaldi, Satisfaction, Jay F. Dee, and 
Bradford furnished surprises of a most agree- 
abie nature to their backers at the Sheepshead 
Bay races yesterday. Mona, Eolian, Blazon, 
Inverwick, Charley Dreux, and Golden Reel 
proved very serious disappointments to their 
owners and trainers, as well as to the public 
generally, who had plunged on each of these 
horses as good things to beat the bookmakers 
with. The pasty condition of the track was 
given as the reason for the poor performances 
of the last-named lot of horses. It was holding 
to a degree that tired the sprinters very materi- 
ally, and strong, powerful legs were necessary 
in order to enable a horse to make his way at all 
well. 

“Dave” Pulsifer repeated his successes of the 
past two weeks in the betting ring to-day when 
he backed bis colt Grimaldi heavily and added 
to his very comfortable winnings during the 
past two weeks.. A bookmaker who has placed 
some of the money for Mr. Pulsifer said yester- 
day that the Chicagoan had won over and above 
his losses the very snug sum of $75,000 in the 
betting ring alone. The running of the horses 
in his string has been a surprise to Eastern 
horsemen, who had ne idea that his horses were 


in such prime condition. The bookmakers and 
their * touts” were also compleiely deceived as 
to Rapine, Brother Ban, Tenny, and Grimaldi, 
and did not hesitate to lay good long odds 
against them. Housatonic bas been the only 
disappointment in the string thus far. 

King Crab, Favor, and Exile were the only 
horses in their respective races that helped the 
big bettors out of the financial troubles into 
which the outsiders had plunged them in the 

-first two and the fifth races, and in each case 
it took a liberal investment in order to enable 
the plungers to square themselvea for the 
losses entailed. The betting was exceptionally 
lively on all the races, and particularly heavy 
on the Rapid Stakes, in which so many excel- 
lent sprinters started. That Eolian should 
have been beaten after showing such wonder- 
ful speed was a surprise to many 
who have forgotten what the herse’s races have 
invariably shown that no one but * Snapper” 
Garrison can ride this really wonderful hurse so 
as to get from him that wonderful turn of speed 
that every one knows he possesses. 

How the races were won and lost the 5,000 or 
6,000 people at the track very well know. Such 
as were not there can glean that information 
from the following detailed account of the day’s 
sport. 

By general consent of the betting talent the 
opening event was voted as between Meua and 
Grimaldi, with the chances in favor of the first- 
named, she going to the post a bot favorite on 
public money betting. Grimaldi’s following 
was for @ great part in big vg from the 
stable and its Tog wers, although he got con- 
siderable outside “acking as well. Golden Reel 
was relegated to a comparatively long figure in 
the odds, though her owner expressed himself 
as confident that she would win, while Royal 
Arch was let alone on the principle that he 
could not be expected to run consistently on 
two successive occasions, The start was nota 
good one. Golden Reel, by dancing about sever- 
al lengths in front of the others, delayed it for 
some time, and when the flag did drop the 
field was strung out, with Salisbury in front, 
Flageoletta, Mona, and Royal Arch the next to 
move off: Mona at once went to second, and 
Royal Arch gave way to Grimaldi. There were 
no changes from this into the stretch, Salisbury 
leading to and around the turn by a length aud 
a half, Mona lapped by Flageoletta next, and 
Grimaidi close up. Swinging into the straight 
for home Grimaldi came up on the inside and 
took first position. This he never relinquished, 
and at the end won easily by two lengths. Salis- 
bury got second position without treuble by a 
length and a half, and Flageoletta, passing Mona 
half a furlong from home, was third, the fa- 
vorite half a length further back. 

The uncertainty of 2-year-old raeing was 
again illustrated in the second race, a dash of 
six anda half furlongs. There were only four 
in, and in the betting it was reduced to a match 
between Volunteer and Blazon, the latter one 
of the best thougnt of in Mr. P. Lorillard, Jr.’s, 
string. Little Barefoot was at long odds, while 
as to Jay F. Dee, although he had shown some 


speed at the Brooklyn meeting over a short dis- | 


tance of ground, he was not considered as hav- 
ing any chance on the heavy track and at the 
distance. But never were calculations wider of 
the mark. The flag dropped with the four all 
strung out, Volunteer in front and Blazon sec- 
ond. Jay F. Dee was third, ana he at once 
shot by the leaders. In the first furlong 
he got two lengths the advantage, which in the 
next he had doubled, Blazon in the meantime 
running second, a length and a half before 
Volunteer. The backers of the favorites were 
not yet alarmed, though, thinking that Jay F. 
Dee was simply running himeelf out, and would 
be about last at the finish. But it was net Jay 
F, Dee’s day for quitting. On the contrary, the 
» further they went the further he drew away, 
and he wen, being pulled up at the finish, by 
eight lengths. Biazon held second place until 
in the stretch, and then tired badly, letting 
Volunteer get the place by a length. Little 
Barefoot went into laagt place right after the 
start, and never improved the position te the 
end, when she was 20 lengths behind Blazon. 

Eight 3-year-olds went to the poat for the 
third event, and King Crab was made favorite 
through the constantly improving form of Char- 
ley Dreux and his good showing in the -Thistle 
Stakes on Tuesday, when he ran third to 
Tristan and Tea Tray, inclined many in his 
favor. Next to, and in fact on a par with King 
Crab toward the last, was Mr. Withers’s newly- 
named Invermore filly, Inverwick. She was 
“pounded” with big money by all the well-in- 
formed talent. The start was by no means a 
good one, and Charley Dreux was last to get 
away. Satisfaction was in front when the flag 
Gropped, but King Crab immediately shot 
up there, and, leading all the way, won 
easily at the finish by two lengths. 
Inverwick took second place soon atter 
the send-off, but only held it nalf a mile, when 
she dropped back beaten, and was next to last 
at the tinish, When Inverwick dropped back, 
@atisfaction, who had been third, took the place 
and held it throughout. Charley Dreux never 
Was prominent until well:in the stretch, when 
he came strong. He could only succeed in get- 
ing third place, however, five lengths behind 
Satisfaction. Aura wps Only a head behind him. 
The latter had been Weli thought of, but showed 
up poorly in the race. It transpired after the 
race that Inverwick had been badly cut down 
behind on the back streteh. which probably ac- 
counted for her sudden stoppage when in sec- 
ond position just after passing the half pole. 

Favor was ai overwhelming favorite for the 
mile and a quarter handicap, Exile being 
scratched. Between the other three for place 
Ordway seemed to be much fancied, although 
Valiant was at a point shorter in the place bet- 
ting. The race was an easy thing for Favor. 
McLaughlin allowed Letretia to wake the run- 
ning for the first mile, and on the back stretch 
drew back behind Valiant. But rounding into 
the stretch he gave Favor his head. He went 
into the lead at will, and at the finish McLaugh- 
lin was looking round at the other horses, at the 
Same time landing Favora full length to the 
good in front of Letretia, who beat Ordway half 
a length forthe place. The last-mentioned had 
brought up the rear untilin the home atretch, 
when he showed a strong burst of speed. 

Ithas been stated by Mr. Huggins, the man 
who trained Eolian before that horse passed 
into the hands of Garrison last Summer, that no 
other jeckey ever could ride the horse and get 
his beet speed out of him. It certainly seems 
80, and at any rate Donehue, who rode him yes- 
terday, could not make Eolian exert himselfa 
trifle, although he worked very hard. The horse 
was a strong favorite, though toward the close 
he declined in the odds. The race was a gvod 
betting event. Saxony was generally reputed to 
bein good condition, and as he was supported 
by his owner the talent placed a great deal of 
faith in that horse. Bradford was also well 
supported, especially fer .place, and on the 
strength of his victory over Terra Cotta in the 
fast mile made by Eolian on Wednesday, 
Fitzroy was not neglected. Bess was backed 
heavily for place, but not much in the straight 
books. Britannic was not thonght much of. 
There was quite adelay at the post, and Mr. 
Caldwell missed one chance to drop the flag te 
@ Start with which no one could have found 
fault. Britannic was first away and led to the 
turn, where Saxony showed in front for a ais- 
tance, the erder of entering the home stretch 
being Saxony first by halfa length, Bradford 
and Britannic on almost even terms, Fitz- 
roy fourth, In the ran home Saxony showed a 
lack of thorough “screwing up,” and Bradfor 
had no trouble in defeating him by alength, while

Exile was at odds on the favorite for the three- 
quarter-mile dash over the turf course and won 
easily. Garrison laid back under an easy pull 
for five furlongs, and then, letting his hold go, 
Exile went J and won by two lengths. Edisto 
had been the leader up to the turn, where Extie 
assuined command, but in, the run to the tinish 
he gave Way to Joseph, the latter beating 
Edisto out half a length for the place. Ofalece, 
the best backed horse in the lass betting for 
no other reason than that McLaughlin had the 
mount on her, made a very poor showing. She 
was third at the start, and at the three-quarter 
pole was second to Ediste. In the ranhome she 
died away to nothing and was next to last at 
the end. Crusader cecupied the position of 
whipper-in, and bis performance was in marked 
contrast to that of last Saturday, when he led a 
good field for three-quarters of a mile in a mile 
race on the same turf course with only three 
pounds less weight.

A FORTUNE FOR PHILLIP WHITE.

Anuncle recently died in Bavaria, leaving a 
fortuue of $200,000. One-sixth of it fell to 
Phillip. The family attorneys wrote to Joseph 
Kohler, a lawyer of this city, asking him to try 
to hunt up the legatee. Mr. Kohler made 
inquiries and was led to believe that Philip and 
his wife lived about five years ago at 241 Kast 
Thirty-fourth-street. Thinking that some one 
who knew them there might be informed of 
their present whereabouts, Mr. Kohler adver- 
tised tor Phillip yesterday.

NO DOOTOR ON BOARD. 


THE DEATH OF CAPT, PAYNE On BOARD 
THE ATHOS. 

The death of Capt. William L. Payne on 
the steamship Athos of the Atlas Line seems to 
have attracted the attention of the passengers 
on board to the fact that his life could have been 
saved had there been medical assistance on 
board. Capt. Payne, who was an old shipmas- 
ter, embarked on the Athos at Kingston, Ja- 
maica, and at Anotto Bay, Jamaica, where the 
vessel putin fora cargo of bananas, sustained 
injuries by falling across the gunwale of a boat 
when attempting to get on the steamship 
after having made a short trip to 


the bay in the boat. The injuries 
he received produced inflammation of the 
bowels, which ultimately resulted in his death 
three days after leaving that port. His body 
was buried at sea. According to one of the 
ship’s stewards there was a goed deal of talk 
among the ship’s passengers after the Captain’s 
death about the lack of medical assistance, and 
one of them, H. [. Dodge of 165 Hull-street, 
Brooklyn, claims that Capt. Payne’s death was 
due to no other cause than this want, and also 
States that no one on board was competent to 
act in the capacity of a physician. Mr. Dodge 
alsoimplies that the absence of adoztor on 
board the vessels of this line, which leave from 
tever-infested ports, is dangerous. 

When the matter was placed before the Atias 
Company by a TIMES reporter yesterday Super- 
intendent McDougal considered the presence of 
a@ physician on board unnecessary. One of the 
officers of the vessel said that a doctor was use- 
less on board, and that in sailing on the ocean a 
man must take bis life in his own hands as far 
as medical assistance in case of accident went. 
“itisone of the chances a man has to take 
when he goes on board,” he added, with a bluif 
laugh. The chief eugineer was also of the opin- 
jon that a doctor was useless, and Chief Steward 
Clark said they generally counted upon some of 
the passengers knowing something of medicine. 
Mr. Clark also said that they always had a full 
assortment of drugsand medicines on board, 
which, with a copy of a medicai directory, was 
enough for ordinary purposes. The second as- 
sistant steward, F. Darton, was more outspoken 
in regard to the matter, and freely said that he 
thought Capt. Payne could have recovered had 
there been aid at hand. ‘Certainly ey 
“Acci- 
dents, serious ones, happen trequentiy. Sup- 
pose a man would break his leg here going out 
of the Narrows, he would have to goon with it

could easily set in by that time. Few lines, 
with the exception of the transatlantic steam- 
ers, furnish doetors,” he added, *‘ and we have 
to take the risk.” 

It is said that the Atlas Line sails under Eng- 
lish law, and that law only compels a surgeon 
to be on board when the vessel carries over a 
certain number of passengers. The number, one 
ot the officers said, was in the neighborhood of 
100. The Atlas Line steamships usually carry 
about 35 or 40 passengers. On its last trip the 
Atlas carried 33. The ship’s people are unani-

THE POOL ROOM TEST CASE THROWN OUT 
OF COURT. 

The test case against the keepers of city 
pool rooms was before Judge Cowing, in Part 
IIL, General Sessions,fyesterday. The defendant 
was George Williams, who is understood to be 
the representative of De Lacey & Co. He was 
charged by Ward Detective William Flynn of 
the Second Precinct with having sold him a 
ticket on Choctaw, who ran in a race at Sheeps- 
head Bay in June, 1887. There was no amount 


named on the tieket, but there was upon it a 
printed agreement between Williams and an 
unnamed party that the latter should bet a 
blank amount of money on Choctaw .at the 
Sheepshead Bay track and nowhere else, pro- 
vided odds against Choctaw of 2 to 1 eoujd be 
got, and Fiynn agreed to pay for this setvice 
50 cents. 

William Travers Jerome presented the case for 
the people and then Mr. Howe made an argu- 
ment for the pool sellers. He rung the changes 
upon Jerome Park in honor of Mr. Jerome, who 
was present, and argued that the act of Will- 
lams was no different from that of his partner, 
Mr. Hummel, if he should * give Abe $10 to take 
to Sheepshead Bay and bet on Eolian.” He held 
that Williams had not violated the law, inas- 
much as the section of the Penal Code making 
betting criminal was suspended by the Ives 
pool law in respect to race tracks, and Williams 
had only acted as the agent or commissioner of 
Flynn. 

Mr. Jerome said that the printed agreement 
was only a aubterfuge by which to work an 
evasion of the law, and that if it were upheld 
incalculable injury would be worked, as every 
pool room in the city would be thrown open. 

Judge Cowing threw the case out of court be- 
cause of failure of proof, the principal reason 
being that no amount of money was marked on 
the ticket. He declined to decide the general 
principles of law involved, which aid not please 
Mr. Howe, who wanted a decision on the ques- 
tion of the legitimacy of the business of placing 
money on commission.

A JUMP IN COFFEE. 
A CORNER WHICH SENT THE PRICE UP 
EIGHT CENTS A POUND. 


There was a rise in June coffee yesterday, 
and the members of the Coffee Exchange had 
more excitement to attend to than they have 
had in many months. The bighest point 
touched was 21,05, a jump of over 800 points, as 
points go in the quotations of coffee, or over 
8 cents a pound. The market had been over- 
sold, the shorts could not get the coffee to fill 
their contracts on June deliveries, and those 


who had June coffee profited thereby, and there 
is a very deep growl from those who got caught. 

Along back in April W. H. Crossman & 
Brother and 8. Gruner & Co. began to buy June 
coffee because it was cheap, and the result of 
their operations was to obtain the control of 
all the coftee in the market that is available. 
They gave it out that they wore going to re- 
ceive all the coffee on their contracts. Some of 
the brokers, however, did not think that they 
would do so; they expected that some of the 
coffee would be thrown back into the market 
and that they could buy it in at a satisfactory 
price to deliver on their contracts yesterday. 
There Is a rule on the Coffee Exchange that 
when coffee is to be delivered on the tast busi- 
ness day of the month 24 hours’ notice must 
be given to the party to whom it is to be de- 
livered. Some of the brokers did not give this 
notice yesterday, and it was not long after it 
was too late for the notice to be given that the 
excitement began. They tried vo buy cofiee for 
their June deliveries, but found that it was 
practically cornered. 

Then the shorts jumped in and bid the market 
up themselves. On the first call the quotation 
was 13 for June, but on the second ¢all it rose 
right up and the brokers bia 100 and 200 points 
over each other atatime. They had to get the 
coffee at any price. George Drakeley, a broker 
who had 1,500 bags to sell for one of the firms 
controlling it, sold it to C. 8. Kutz for 21 cents, 
and Mr. Kutz disposed of it to Henry Dater for 
21.05. This was the only transaction at the 
remarkably high price, and the markets closed 
at 20.50. Some brokers who have contracts to 
deliver coffee to-day have not been able to get 
it, and as there is nonein the market except 
that held by W. H. Crossman & Brother and 8. 
Gruner & Co., they are practically at the mercy 
of these houses. 
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THE OULTIVATION OF OYSTERS. 

ALBANY, June 29.—In his recent report 
on oyster shell fish Commissioner Eugene Black- 
ford said: Our cyster supply in the future 
must depend on artificial beds. Two hundred 
and fifty applications for State oyster lands 
have been made. Hereafter they are to be sold 
at auction at not less than $1 per acre, A quart 
of oysters has the same nutritive power as a 
quart of milk, a pound of corned beef, or one 
pound and a half of codfish. Surveys of oyster 
lands have been made, and gas companies in 
New-York and Westchester indicted for polluting 
oyster waters. Details of the surveys of oyster 
lands and of the operation of the Oyster Pro- 
tector accompanied the report. The Legis- 
lature, during the session that has just closed 
with the final decision upon bills by the Gov- 
ernor, made several important changes in the 
laws relating to oysters. The most important 
were the two amendments to the Penal Code. 


The first provides that a person who uses 
a dredge or drag operated by steam, 
or any dredge or drag weighing over 
30 pounds for the purpose of catching or taking 
oyaters or other shell tish from beds of natural 
growth in the waters of this State is guilty of a 
Misdemeanor. The second provides that who- 
ever unlawfully takes or carries away or inter- 
feres with or disturbs by any means the oysters 
or other’ shellfish of another, legally planted 
upon the bed of any river, bay, sound, or water, 
or removes, puils up, or destroys any stake 
designating or marking out the legaily-planted 
oyster bed of another, is guilty of a misde- 
meanor. This provision adds to the present law 
the words, “interferes with or deprives,” so 
thatit will be mach easier to secure convic- 
tions than it is at present. Another law 
of considerable consequence was passed for 
the protection of fish in the waters of Rari- 
tan Bay by prohibiting the fishing with 
menhaden nets. The menhaden moa claim that 
no harm was dove to the fishing interests and 
the oyster beds by the menhaden nets; but 
when it was represented that there were 1,000 
miles of coast outside of Raritan Bay within 
which menhaden fishing could be carried on, 
and when it was alao shown that the menhaden 
men came into the shallow waters of the 
bay and disturbed the oyster beds py drag- 
ging their nets over them and depleted the 
waters of bluefish and weakfish, (which 
follow in the wake of menhaden and use the 
latter for food,). the Governor immediately 
sigued the bill. Another bill became a law ex- 
tending the powers and jurisdiction of the 
Commissioners appointed for the settlement of 
territorial disputes in regard to the oys- 
ter waters in Raritan Bay so. that 
the boundary line between New-York 
and New-Jersey may be accurately marked. 
Stili another bill became a law ceding oyster 
lands in Huntington Bay tothe town of Hunt- 
ington, on Long Island, for the eultivation of 
shell fish, provided that the rights of the Com- 
missioners of the Land Office, of riparian own- 
ers, and present oyster planters on the lands 
shall not be prejudiced. Among the bills which 
failed was one eeeking to protect the natural 
oyster beds within Kings County by keeving 
away steam dredges that might be brought from 
Connecticut or elsewhere; amending the Re- 
vised Statutes relative to lands under water so 
as to except the counties of Queens and Suifolk 
from the jurisdiction of the Commissioners of 
the Land Office under the claim that the lands 
are held by a colonial grant; allowing dumping 
anywhere within a radius of 20 miles from tire 
City Hall in New-York City, includiag not oply 
the East River, but many places along the 
Sound, and nullifying the present law deelaring 
that ali dumping must be into the Atlantic 
Ocean—opposed beeause it was looked upon as 
a contractors’ bill. 
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SUMMER PHYSICIANS APPOINTED. 

The Health Commissioners yesterday ap- 
pointed 41 Summer visiting physicians, who 
will commence work July 5, visiting the tene- 
ment houses in this city, looking after their san- 
itary condition, caring for such of the inmates 
as may be founda to be in need of medical attend- 
ance, and reporting such contagious and other 
diseases as they may find prevailing in the 
houses visited. They are engaged for two 


months, atasalary of $100 per month, and will 
work under the supervision of the Sanitary 
Superintendent. 

he board also directed that the reports of 
the sanitary officers respecting the overcrowd- 
ing and sanitary condition of tenement houses 
be referred to the Sanitary Superifitendent, 
who was ordered to enforce when neeessary 
section 664 of the Consolidation act, which pro- 
vides that whenever the Board of Health is 
notified by the Sanitary Superintendent that 
any tenement house orroom therein is 80 over- 
crowded that there is afforded less than 600 
cubic feet of air to each occupant the board 
may issue au order requiring the number of oc- 
cupants to be reduced. 
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WHAT TO CALL FOR AT ISLIP. 

J. C. Patrykosky, the proprietor of a beer- 
bottling establishment at Islip, Long Island, was 
fined $260 by a jury before Justice Smith for selling 
liquor without a license. The testimony given went 
to show that the defendant’s oustomers calied becr 
German sarsaparilla, in white cider, and whisky 
red cider or vinegar. The suit was brought against 
him by the Overseer of the Poor, and the testimony
